BIG FEES DRAWN BY LAWYERS. 


A TOTAL OF NEARLY $600,000 FOR THE FRA- 
TERNITY OUT OF THE FAMOUS MARIE 
GARRISON SUIT. 

New York, June 13.—[Special.]—Lawyers who 
are connected with the large cases which arise 
from time to time in our courts are generally 
paid very large fees. In the cases involving 
millions of dollars arising out of the wrecking 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway in 1576—at 
present the backbone of Jay Gould’s great 
Southwestern system—by the late Commodore 
Garrison and his friends, the legal frater- 
nity received from all sources nearly 
$1,000,000. In one of tunese suits, 
known as the Marie Garrison suit, 
which has recently been compromised and set- 
tled by Mr. Gould by a payment of $1,005,000. 
The counsellors’ fees were as follows: Mel- 
ville C. Day, a large salary for eight years and 
$100,000 on the settlement: Henry L. Clinton, 
a check for $165,000 on John J. Jerry, assignee 
of Mr. Garrison, besides large sums previously 
paid, aggregating over $100,000; ex-Judge 
Comstock, $500 a day for every dsy’s work, 
$75,000; Joseph H. Choate, $25,000; E. L. An- 
drews, who was in the case about six months, 
$10,000, and W. B. Putney $35,000, approx- 
imately. What C. A. Runkle was paid as a re- 
tainer, although he never had anything to do 
with the case, is not known, but it must have 
been a large sum. Neither is it known what 
was paid to Dillon and Swayne, but rumor 
says the amount was $50,000. All these gentie- 
men were in the employ of the defendants, and 
their approximate pay was $450,000. 

On behalf of the plaintiff's fewer lawyers were 
retained, because their attorney was able to 
carry the suits through to a successful ter- 
mination without a corps.of assistants, and the 
fees were correspondingly smaller. Ex-Senator 
Roscoe Conkling received $50,000 and William 

Beach $18,750, while up to date Mason W. 
Tyler, the attorney who drew the orig inal com- 
plaint and summons in 1877 and devoted nearly 
his whole time to the various suits here and 
in St.. Louis and Washington has re- 
ceived only $25,000. His claim tor $55,000 
more has not been settled and there is little 
doubt that a suit will be instituted by bim 
against Messrs. Marie, Cutting, Fearing, Cow- 
drey, and others for its recovery. Mr. Tyler 
deciares that be took the case on a contingency, 
and should really receive 10 per cent of the 
sum taken in settlement, which would be 
$100,500. 80 the plaintiffs have paid out 
$94,750 in counsel fees in this suit, and a claim 
for $55,000 is yet to be settled. Referee Theo- 
dore W. Dwight received for fifteen months’ 
connection with the case $15,000. Thus on this 
one suit ths lawyers have succeeded in secur- 
ing for themselves about $600,000.

THREATENED STRIKE BY BALTIMORE & 
OHIO BRAKEMEN—THE CONFERENCE BE- 
TWEEN IRONWORKERS AND MANUFAOCT- 
URERS AT PITTSBURG. 

NEWARK, O., June 13.—[Special.]—Another 
strike is on the tapis among the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad men at this point. It is confined, 
however, to brakemen. One hundred and 
ixty men absolutely refused to go out this 
morning. Freight trains, consisting of thirty 
loaded cars and pulied by mogul! engines, have 
heretofore bad three brakemen, allowing one 
The company have 
removed the front brakeman, who is called 
captain, and given orders that hereafter these 
trains shall be handled by two brakemen. The 
men were not notified of this new arrangement 
until today. A little row occurred at the de- 
pot, which resulted in the arrest of the parties 
implicated. The Mayor, on examination of the 
laws governing train crews, finds that the com- 
pany is compelied to place a man at every ten 
cars, and it is likely that the railroad company 
will experience some trouble before the matter 
is adjusted. Engineers on these trains say, in 
terms that cannot be mistaken, that they will 
not turn a wheel with green men. In this they 
are followed by the conductors, who also affirm 
that they will not go out with new men at the 
brakes. The scenes in and around the depot 
remind one of the great railroad strike of 1877. 
The excitement is at fever heat, and much 
anxiety is manifested as to the result. 

PiTTsBURG, Pa., June 13.—The conference 
between the iron manufacturers and the com- 
mittee of the Amalgamated Association com- 
menced at 1 o’clock this afternoon. The ut- 
most secrecy is maintained. The iron-workers 
say this reconvening of the conference means 
a surrender by the manufacturers.

CAUGHT AFTER SIXTEEN YEARS. 


ALONZO FUGET, THE MOST SKILLFUL COUN- 
TERFEITER IN THE UNITED STATES, CAPT- 
URED IN KENTUCKY. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 13.—United States 
Marshal Gross and Detective Bauer returned 
from Versailles, Ky., today bringing Alonzo 
Fuget, one of the best-known and most skill- 
ful counterfeiters in the country. Fuget's 
record covers pages of books in the Goy- 
ernment’s secret service, and he has 
produced some of the, most deceptive 
currency ever issued. He began operating in 
New York sixteen years ago, has since 
turned out his spurious coin in nearly every 
State in the Union. He was the bead of the 
notorious Crab Tree gang, and was reported 
killed when most of its members were captured 
in 1876. His work was afterwards recognized 
by experts and many efforts were made 
to discover his whereabouts, which Mar- 
shal Gross learned only a few days ago. 
Fuget was living in a lonely but near Ver- 
sailles.

GILMORE AND DWYER. 


The Former Visits the Oounty 
Olerk’s Office on His Way | 
Back to Jail 


And Points Out Dwyer as the Man to 
Whom He Gave the Envelopes — 
Mackin Handed Him. 


| of Byan’s Deputies Become Very 
| Angry 


Jeremiah J. Sullivan and Charles E. Gilmore, 
two witnesses in the Mackin and Gallagher case 
charged with perjury, were arraigned before 
Judge Blodgett to plead to indictments yester- 
day. Gilmore, who is said to be in need of 
clothing, came in wearing a borrowed suit, and 
the court authorized the Marsha! to supply 
him with what he needed. He was brought in 
in ad vanoe of his companion Sullivan, who 
came along a tew minutes later in company 
with a number of other prisoners. They were 
arraigned separately, Suliivan being first called 
before the bar, 
„The charge in this case is perjury,” said 
the District-Attorney to the court, and then, 
addressing Sullivan: * You know the charge, I 
believe?”’ : 

Sullivan said: Tes.“ 

Are you guilty or not guilty?’ asked: the 
court. ‘** How do you plead!“ 

Not guilty,” was the prisoner’s response, 

Have you counsel,” asked Judge Blodgett, 
„or do you wish the court to appoint one tor 
you?” 

“I will get my own attorney,” was the re- 
sponse. 

Stand aside,“ said the court. 

The charge here,“ said the District-Attor- 
ney to Gilmore, is perjury. How do you 
plead?’’ 

Not guilty, sir,” was the response. 

The defendant said he had no attorney, and 
the Judge stated that one would be appointed 
by the court in ample time. Sullivan then 


‘came back and said he would like to have the 


court appoint an attorney for bim also and 
the Judge said he would. 

The following prisoners charged with other 
offenses were arraigned at the same time: 
Joseph Skelton and George K. Osborne, mak- 
ing counterfeit money, pleaded not guilty; 
Coaries MoGargle, opening letters of the Mag- 
neton Appliance Company, pleaded not guilty; 


Albert Weingartner, opening a letter addressed 
to Aloys Weingartner, pleaded not guilty. 
THE IDENTIFICATION. 

After the prisoners had entered their pleas 
they were conducted back to the Marshal's ot- 
fice, and all except Gilmore were locked up in 
the cage. Gilmore occupied a chair outside the 
cage and chatted pleasantly with bis untortu- 
nate comrades inside. In a few minutes Dis- 
trict-Attorney Tuthill came in and held a brief 
conversation with Gilmore, after which 
Mr, Tuthill instructed Deputy-Marsbal 
Hayes and Assistant District-Attorney Dawes 
to accompany Gilmore over to the County 
Clerk’s office to see if the prisoner could iden- 
tify the man to whom he said he delivered the 
bogus tally-sheets and ballots the morning of 
Nov. 22, 1884. Gilmore expressed himself as 
willing to go on the errand, but quickly asked: 
„Sve here, you ain’t a goin’ to handcuff me if 
I do this, are you? Cause it was tough enough 
K to have to wear bracelets comin’ from the 
jai 1 

Deputy-Marshal Hayes agreed to take 
him without bracelets,“ and Messes. 
Dawes, Hayes, and the prisoner 
star ted off together. The trio 
passed out the Adams street entrance of the 
Government Building and turned over to Clark 
street, wherice they proceeded to the Court- 
House. They attracted no attention on the 
street on the way over. The Court-House was 
entered from Washington street, and the trio 
walked briskly in to the County Clerk’s office 
from the entrance at the north end of the cor- 
ridor. Gilmore walked directly over to the 
marriage-licernse desk, which is directly opposit 
the door, ana, after glancing quickly about 
among the deputies inside the ral 
ing; he stepped back a moment and 
turned towards the cashier's window, behind 
which Mr. Dwyer was sitting, and turning to 
Marshal Hayes at bis (Gilmore’s) side he said, 
“There is the man,” pointing at Mr. Dwyer. 
Mr. Dwyer had not paid any attention to Gil- 
more’s entrance, although he saw him come in 
in company with about a half-dozen reporters, 
nor did be recognize him when Gilmore came 
directly in front of bis window with Deputy- 
Marshal Hayes. Mr. Hayes advanced to Mr. 
Dwyer and asked: 

Is your name Dwyer?’’ 

Mr. Dwyer, rising from his seat, answered: 

It is; what can I do for your“ | 

Mr. Hayes placed his hand on Gilmore's 
shoulder, and, bringing him closer to the win- 
dow, asked him; Are you certain that this 
is the man?”

THE PRESIDENT OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
HEALTH ISSUES A FIERY ADDRESS—LIB- 
ERTY BELL HOMEWARD BOUND—DEATH 
OF IDA SCHULTZ—OFFICES ABOLISHED— 
FATE OF THE EXPOSITION. 

New ORLEANS, La., June 13.—|Special.]—The 
heated discussion growing out of the inaugura- 
tion of the new system ot quarantine has pro- 
voked Dr. Joseph Holt, President of tho State 


Board of Health, to issue an address to the cit- 


izens of New Orleans, which he concludes as 
follows: 

The great issue of the sovereignty of the 
Mississippi Valley as against the enslaving de- 


signs of Eastern capitalists is centered in this 


conflict waged upon the Louisiana State Board 
of Health. We meet the issue with boldness and 
defiance. Let pork and cotton futures espouse 
that cause; let bankers bend their ready necks 
as suppliants. We are eorscious of right, and 
the grand heart of the people is with us and 
a press that has never betrayed that people 
and never will. We are warned that any pos- 
sible occurrence of yellow-fever, now or in 
the future, will be charged to our new system 
of maritime sanitation, and the port compelled 
to be ciosed. We now teli them that under no 
conditions, epidemic or no epidemic, shotgun 
or no shotgun quarantine, will we budge an 
inch to add one day in closing up the Port of 
New Orleans to fatten railroad officials, stock- 
jobbers, or steamship lines.“ 

The famous Liberty Bell excursion party left 
this morning on the Louisville & Nashville Road 
for Phiiadeiphia via Mobile, Montgomery, At- 
lanta, Richmond, and Washington. Mayor 
Guillotte heads the party, and takes with him 
a majority of the City Council, a detail of the 
Continenta: Guards, Irad Fire Company, and a 
few invited guests. The fund of 85.000 appro- 
priated by the City Council to pay for the 
junket having been enjoined by the United 
States Circuit Judge, the Mayor was compelled 
to resort to other means to raise traveling ex- 
penses, anda sufficient amount was finally ob- 
tained by levying forced contributions upon the 
gambling-houses of the city. During the 
time the party will remain absent there will be 
no session of the City Council, the Mayor 
thereby guarding against every possible coup 
a’état by taking with him a quorum of that 
body.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Busy Trying to Find Out. 
About Railroads. 


The Ex-President of the IIIinois Cen, 
tral Expresses a Non-Interested 
Opinion. | 


Everybody Wants a Commission of Some 
Sort — Fur and Against Pools 
Discrimination. 


The Senatorial Committee on Inter-State 
Commerce resumed work at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday morning. Among those present 
during the forenoon session were C. C. Bon- 
ney, A. M. Wright, W. M. Baker, George M. 
Bogue, William N. Brainard, George B. Swift, 
C. M. Wicker, B. C. Cook, Murry Nelson, and 
W. C. Ackerman. W. K. Ackerman, ex-Pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central Railroad, was the 
first witness. He said that as he had now re- 
tired from active participation in railroad bus- 
iness and occupied a merely advisory position 
bis testimony might be accepted as impartial. 
He thought that the proposed Governmental 
Commission for the regulation of inter-State 
commerce should take the form of a 
bureau of statistics, gathering these statistics 
annually from all railroads in the United States 
and publishing them in concise form. It 
sbould be a supervising and advisory board, co- 
operating with State Commissioners and rail- 
road managers. He believed it would be an 
impossibility for a United States Commission 
to fix rates for all the railroads iu the United 
States. Roads within a State, depending on 
local traffic for support, required special con- 
cessions. The first Board of Commissioners in 
Illinois committed many errors. Subsequent 
boards had acted more reasonably. The great 
evil today, both in this State and elsewhere, 
was overconstruction. Regarding disorimina- 
tion, there might have been cause for complaint 
in the past, but there was none now. 
The limitation of railroad building might be 
within the powers of the commission. He 
would favor a pool law in each State, with gen- 
eral laws of a uniform character for all. He 
explained that there wasa local pool at all 
points where one road crossed another in order 
to fairly divide the trade. He thought there 
was no railroad extortion at present. He 
thought all railroads leadmg out of Chicago 
were carry fourth-rate matter—as grain, 
etc.—at less than cost. He thought a conces- 
sion should be made to the large shipper whose 
daily business the road could depend on. The 
certainty was provided for, and gave less trouble 
than miscellaneous lots from varied parties. 
He did not think the illustration that the Gov- 
ernment could make no concession to the man 
letters should apply to rail- 
roads or was in any way a parallel case. 

Mr. Ackerman then detailed some cases 
where it was necessary to charge more for a 
short than along heul. It cost one-third as 
much to take goods ten miles out of Chicago 
as it did to take them 500 miles. The freight 
rates for short hauls were proportionately high- 
er mainly because of the terminal charges, 
such as cost of unloading, risk of handling, 
side-tracking, insurance, collection of charges, 
and soon. As things were now the short-haul 
shippers paid bo more than was fair, while the 
long-haul shippers got their 
done too cheap: He thought a com- 
pulsory notice of change of rates 
would be desirable; a thirty-days’ notice would 
be about right, He did not believe low rates 
were any benefit to the country. When the 
farmers had short crops and paid bigh freight 


rates they were as weil off as with a good crop 
ana low rates. Noone was benefited by low 


rates, and a great many were ruined. If too 
many roads were built he acknowledged that it 
was the roads and not the public that should 
suffer. The necessity of a line might be decid- 
ed by the State Commissioners. The present 
average earn of ail roads was not sufficient 
to pay for capital invested. The com- 
plaints against the railroads of this State 
had been reduced to a minimum 
He would be im favor of a law prohibiting re- 
bates, but permitting concessions to large 
shippers. The advantage of this would lie in 
the publication and iegalizing of the conces- 
sions. He thought a compulsory uniform sys- 
tem of accounts would bedesirable. They had 
practically arranged this in this State. He had 
kept track of railroad legislation and proposed 
legislation, and believed tne Cullom bill the 
best yet introduced. 
. C. COOK. 

B. C. Cook, solicitor of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, was next examined. He said 
extortion cut no figure at present. Since 1875 
the reduction in freight rates on his line was 
about 33% per dent; on passenger traffic the 
reduction was about 25 percent. ‘This was 
voluntary on the part of the railroads. He 
acknowledged it was largely due to 
competition. 
paying at present; a process was now 
going on which would in time wreck the prop- 
erty. Railroads had been built for illegitimate 
purposes—not to supply the wants of the peo- 
ple, but because rival roads would be obliged 
to absorb them. When roads were wrecked 
and weat in the hands of receivers their com- 
petition was disastrous to honest roads. The 
railroad troubles were largely responsible for 
the present business depression. He favored 
the appointment ot a Governmental Commis- 
sion. He thought a public notice of change of 
rates would be very beneficial. He thought 
thought the commission should bave a large 
discretionary power. Their ruling might be 
made prima facie evidence in a court 
if they were not given judicial powers. 
He thought a law would be fatally defective 
that did not absolutely prohibit all rebates, 
drawbacks, and discounts to secure business, 
and that it shouid be made so stringent that it 
could not be evaded, whether by false ship- 
ping bills, or alleged refunding of overcharges, 
or any other subterfuge. It would be wise 
and safe to prohibit charging more for a short 
haul than a long one, but it would be unfair 
and unjust to be compelled to make a pro- 
poruonul rate for a short haul. He would not 
advocate absolute statutes on the subject, but 
would leave a discretionary power with the 
commission. He thought the law should pro- 
vide for and legalize pooling. The one-car unit he 
believed to be the most satisfactory. All rates 
should be published, passenger as well as 
freight. He thought a railroad would be en- 
titled to about 7 per cent per annum on the 
actual capital invested. 

Mr. Cook detailed some of the troubles 
caused by the Iowa Prohibitory law, where the 
company had a choice between having its of- 
ficials arrested for carrying Jiquor in the State 
or being sued as a common carrier for refusing 
to carry goods. 

A. M. WRIGHT. 

Mr. A. M. Wright, a grain and provision 
deaier, was the first witness for the afternoon 
session. He thought the railroads instead of 
the people were ones who needed protec- 
tion. Any abuses which there might be were 
being rapidly remedied, principally through 
competition. A law should be passed to the 
effect that the inter-State railroads should be 
under the same sort of supervision as the 
National banks. Railroad bonds issued

When the latter found this out they 
wanted a settiement and tair dealing, but while 
some roads settied with some bee 
shippers, and gave them easier rates, they re- 
fused todo the same by others. The theory 
for charging more for shipping dressed beef 
than live cattle was that the latter had 
certain expenses which the former had 
not, and the idea was to put the shippers 
of both on an equal footing, as near 
as possible, He thought it a great injustice 
that the shippers of d should be 
compelled to pay 50 or 60 pe ent more per 
bundred than live-stock 6 paid, because 
the consumer had to stand the difference. The 
shipper of dressed beef had to 
furnish bis own oe, and when 
he furnished his own ice he received but a 
small concession. Dec. 5 the  dressed- 
beet shippers were notified that they would be 
charged 70 cents per 100 to New York, the 
rate on live stock to be 40 cents. That rate 
continued until May, when it was learned that 
the railronds had been shippmg cattle for less 
than 40 cents. 

No concessions were allowed the dressed- 
beet shippers. Mr. Swift said that the system 
of pooling was responsible for this duplicity 
on the part of the and that pooling 
should be prohibited by law, and that an arbi- 
tration committee should be appointed to 
whom ehippers who felt themselves aggrieved 
could go tor redress. He thought, in answer 
to a question by Senator Pratt, that the small 
shipper should bave the same rates as the 
large one; all he wanted was a publicity of 
rates. He said this notwithstanding the 
fact that he was one of the very 
largest shippers of dressed beef in 
America. He wanted no advantage whatever 
over a smali shipper. The liability to railroads 
in carrying dressed beef was much smaller 
than in carrying live stock, so that this could 
not cbe urged as an excuse for making the 
dressed-beef rate so much higher. There was 
a time when certain roads did the dressed-beef 
and others the live-stock shipping, but after- 
wards these roads pooled their issues and the 
rates Went upand were maintained. 


W. H. BEEBE. 

Mr. W. H. Beebe, a commission merchant 
and a member of the Committee of the Board 
of Trade, did not think there was any cause 
for complaint regarding extortion, but there 
was the greatest cause for complaint on the 
ground of discriminations. Last winter the 
railroads running to the Missouri River dis- 
criminated most shamefully against Chicago in 
the matter of rates from Atchison, Leaven- 
worth, Kansas City, and other Missouri River 
points to other cities than Chicago, and the 
consequence was that Chicago suffered a loss 
of 3,000 or more ocar-loads of corn per week. 
Such a thing as thiscouli be ted 
lation. In the matter of publicity of rates he 
was heartily in favor of it, and another thing 
which was wanted was in prices. 
Another thing which operated against business 
was that sometimes raiiroad officials were 
themselves engaged in the grain business, and 
those houses in which they were interested, of 
course, got better rates: There was one time 
when his firm never thought about going near 
the Rock Isiand Road for rates because its of- 
ficiais were interested in otber houses, 


PETER MORAN. 

Mr. Peter Moran, a butter and cheese dealer, 
could not see why the dairy interest should be 
discriminated against and tliat their inter- 
est should pay 300 per cent more for 
shipments than those who ship lard 
and meats. The discriminations complained 
of are from Chicago. 

There appeared to be no remedy for the evil, 
and this was the first opportunity that the 
dairy interest had of airmg its grievances. 
The railroads now did not regard the dairy in- 
terest of any more importance than thirty 
years ago, when the shipments amounted to 
little or nothing compared with what they were 
today. He thought the dairy interest paid 
fully one-third more freight than they should 
by right. 

MR. PRINCE. 

Mr. Lucien Prince of Worcester, Mass., 
whose business is that of looking afte: the 
shipping of livestock Eastin the interest of 
New Engiand shippers, wisbed to call the at- 
tention of the committee to the great evil of 
pooling, and gave instances of discrimination 
against shippers, particularly on the part of 
the New York Centra] Road. On account of the 
pool one great Boston shipper now evaded 
Chicago altogetner, as he could obtain better 
rates from City than from Chicago. 
This shipper had fought the porl referred to 
for years and was at last compelled to go into 
an opposition pool to protect himself, but he 
would have nothing to do with the New York 
Central pool.

“Sealed Instructions,” which is billed at the 
‘Grand Opera-House for three weeks, opened to 
good houses that gradually dwindled. The 
Square people will have themselves to 
blame if the competent company presenting 
- this piece does not secure the recognition it 
deserves, for the policy ot that theatre when it 
was managed by the Frohbmans was calcu- 
lated to destroy whatever value may attach to 
a trademark. Barn-storming organizations 
- pearing the Madison Square name were scat- 
tered all through the country until the public 
grew tired of the decepticn. Mr. A. M. Palmer 
has succeedea the Mallorys and the Frobmans 
in directing the Madison Square enterprises, 
and is reaping the luxuriant harvest of weeds 
so industriously sown by his predecessors. <A 
similar mistake of judgment, to mildly charac- 
terize what is essentially an imposition, marked 
the decline of Mr. Haverly's prestige when he 
lent his name to every third-rate - attrac 
tion in the country. that could pay 
a pitiful consideration for its use. 
Today he is starting out afresh to recover his 
lost ground and reéstablish himself in the con- 
fidence of play-goers. Lester Wallack is a 
third illustration of the policy of sailing under 
faise colors. It is hardly necessary to say that 
the organization now ‘in this city and being 
billed as the Wallack company never played at 
the Waliack Theatre, New York, but owes its 
name chiefiy to the vivid imagination of one 
uf the Frohmans, who is engineering the enter- 
prise. It is hardly complimentary to Chicago,

Comparatively speaking. Mrs. Ver Planck’s 
play calls for warni praise because if it is to 
be judged at all it is by the standara set by 
novices in playwriting, and not by the finished 
excellence of acknowledged masters of the 
craft. In A Florentine Mosaic” Mr. Howells 
telis of his visit to an asylum of some sort in 
Florence, where he was deeply impressed by 
observing the manner in which garments were 
made for the inmates.

JOSEPH BENNETT UPON MUSIC IN AMERICA 
—HIS IDEA OF AMERICAN ORITICISM— 
THE LIMITATIONS OF AMERICAN APPRE- 
CIATION AND OF BRITISH CREATIVITY.

The 


promised chapter upon music in Chicago has 


not been reached, the present paper being 


taken up with Amerioun musical criticism, 
which very naturally has awakened a feeling 
of weariness in the unacclimated soul of the 
sensitive Londoner. The long and the short of 
it is that Mr. Bennett finds the musical criti- 
gism of the daily press too much inclined to be 
smart and speedy, and not enough, or not at 
all, conversant with the subject-matter con- 
cerning which it makes so free. From this 
sweeping conclusion he excepts an elect fewin 
Boston and New York, and possibly other 
places, who do know what they taik about. 
Especially he refers to Mr. John S. Dwight of 
Boston and Mr. Krehbiel of the New York 
Tribune ag examples of a better intelligence. 
The New York Evening Post receives consider- 
able attention at his hands on account of its 
absolute wrong-headedness. Beyond this he 
finds his main comfort in the English accents 
of the keynote, and Amalia Lewis in Freund’s 
Music and Drama. Undoubtedly Mr. Bennett 
ig right in not feeling satisfied with the 
fourm of American musical criticism. Mr. 
Bennett himself belongs to a _ class of 
writers upon music which unfortunately 
ig extremely small as yet outside of 
Germany. The qualities which enter into the 
completeness of his work are his university 
long practice in handling 
musical topics, his wide experience in hearing 
music, supplemented, no doubt, by positive 
technical studies, and his heritage as a London 
man of the world. Whether or not Mr. Ben- 
nett possesses the genuine quality of accurate, 
intuitive judgment in questions of musical 
esthetics the evidence at hand is not sufficient 
to determine. Even if he were to be found 
wanting in it there would still be enough of 
superiority in his critical rurnishing to render 
him one of the most eminent, of English 


writers upon musical questions. : 

In America, it is unnecessary to say, this 
sort of critical outfit is rare—very rare—per- 
haps wholly unknown. That Mr. Bennett 
should have found the New York criticisms 
upon Mackenzie's Rose of Sharon rather 
contradictory is not strange. The work 
in question is a problem for a first- 
class critic at his best. It borders so closely 
upon the line of greatness as to make it an ex- 
cessively difficult matter to determine upon 
which side it lies. Perbaps the best iliustra- 
tion of the difficulty invotved is furnished by 
Mr. Tomlins’ experience with it. The work 
was selected upon Mr. Thomas’ recommenda- 
tion. Mr. Tomlins had to train the chorus, 
and, in order to do so successfully, was obliged 
to work up au entbusiasm for it. He stated to 
a representative of this paper that it was a 
month after he begun to study it before the 
beauty of it burst upon him. The work is so 
exquisitly poetic and refined, so elaborate, and 
so nighiy diversified that no observer, now- 
ever competent, can properly judge it at one 
hearing, much less discover all its beautiés. 
Upon such a work the average newspaper rep- 
resentative drops in, casually, as it were, and 
it is a miracle indeed if his next morning's 
trumpet gives out a certain sound. 

Mr. Bennett is also in part wrong concerning 
American misapprehension of Engiand’s place 
upon the musical Parnassus. It is quite true, 
as he represents, that a certain part of the 
American press carries its appreciation of mod- 
ern German music to the extreme. It is also 
true that the so-called public appreciation of 
the orchestral and operatic music of Wagner 
rests in great part upon tone-sensation, an ap- 
preciation of the sonority and rich coloring of 
the sound, rather than upon a recognition of 


a recognition of the novelty of its style. This 
ig most certainly the case. It will require a 
Vast amount of schooling by means ot light 
opera, romantic and grand opera, and orches- 
tral fantasia and symphony to educate a true 
public appreciation of the Wagnerian musical 
discourse. Even when all has been done in 
this direction that can be done it will 
still remain true in America, in England, and 
in Germany as well, that the great major- 
ity of hearers will forever and forever prefer 
the pleasing and the sensational to the beautt 
ful, the deep, and the sublime. America has 
sounded the octave of the estmetic scale; the 
low notes and the high notes are occasionally 
intoned here with success; the intermediate 
notes and the harmonious relations to which 
they give rise are as yet unexplored, save by 
the very few. 

Whatever comfort Mr. Bennett may derive 
from the reflection that Engiand had a place in 
art while yet Germany was in a state of abso- 
lute barbarism cannot blind us to the fact 
that for a century and a half musical culture 
bas been increasingly» German, and that almost 
the entire progress of modern instrumental 
music bas been the work of German compos- 
ers, As tone-poets, philosopbers, and irrepress- 
Idle idealists in every direction the Germans 
of the last half century so far take the lead of 
those of all other nations that practical- 
ly they have monopolized the world's 
progress in all these directions. The en- 
tire movement of all other parts of the 
world bas been but little more than an effort 
to keep step with some one of the constantly 
passing German platoons. However vigor- 
ously these sweeping statements may be de- 
nied in England, the rest of the world will rec- 
ognize their substantial soundness. So far as 
they relate to music they do not admit of seri- 
ous argument, 

As to Engiand, it is quite true that she has a 
cultus in music which is both true and beau- 
titul as well as especially significant for 
Americans. The part songs of England, 
founded upon the madrigals of the sixteenth 
century, are among the most genuine mani- 
festations of musical life which our times can 
show. While the German has been endeavor- 
ing to cultivate the entire compass of art, and 
to express by means of it everything which 
can be evoived out of such swelling generali- 
ties as the Infinit, the Everlasting, the Beauti- 
ful, the Sublime, or, as Hegei has it, “to 
awaken and bring to expression what- 
ever sinks or swells in the human soul.“ the 
Englishman has fenced off here and there a 
few roods of sunny exposure and fertile soil, 
upon which he has planted his neat little gar- 
dens, In them the flowers are sweet and all 
the products beneficent, but it is not from 
these limited sources that the world’s supplies 
can be derived, The disrespectful manner in 
which Americans sometimes speak of Men- 
delssohn is due entirely to their recognition of 
the fact that only within the last few years has 
England ceased to regard the individual lim- 
itations and mannerisms of this fascinating 
comporer as coextensive with those of the en- 
tire art of music. Many English musicians 
recognize this fact now, and see that Mendels- 
sobn worship has kept back the wheels of En- 
glish musical progress, while those of Germany 
have gone straight on. 

Nevertheless, this attitude of American crit- 
ics with regardito the absolute value and com- 
pass of English creation in music does not 
mean what Mr. Bennett appears to think. It 
does not mean that the more intelligent Amer- 
icans expect this country to steal a march upon 
England and storm up the slopes of Parnassus 
with banners flying and drums beating in 
American-Wagnerian measure white England 
is still asleep under the Mendeissohn arbor. 
Although the American is essentially more 
musical than the Englishman, and less ham- 
pered by prejudices, the latter enjoys a proxim- 
ity to continental sources of inspiration, and a 
central place in the world-movement of com-

MASSE’S “ UNE NUIT DE CLEOPATRE.” 


The Opéra Comique, says the Paris corre- 
spondent of the New Orleans Picayune, has 
er us a new work, a posthumous one by 

jctor Massé, whose Paul et Virginie” is 
well remembered. It is entitled *‘ Une Nuit de 
Cleopatre,”’ is in three acts, and Jules Barbier 
has written the words, takmg bis words from 
a “Nouvelle” by Theopbile Gautier. While 
the partition is barren of local color there is 
much in it to please, and several morceaux are 
sure to become exceedingly popular. The first 
act shows us the banks of the Nile, temples, 
the Sphinx, a statue of Isis, and palm trees. 
Young girls are bringing flowers to the foot of 
the goddess and singing a bymn in ber praise. 
Namounba mourns over the strange conduct 
of her son, Manasses the fisher, and confides 
her sorrow to Charmion, now an attendant: on 
the Queen and formerly the playmate of Ma- 
nasses. Charmion loves Manasses, but the 
latter bas formed a mad passion for Cleopatra, 
spends his nights in wandering around the 
palace and his days in seeking to catch a 
giimpse of her. The royal barge, filled with 
women and musicians, passes alung tne river, 
and the oarsmen stop rowing long enough to 
allow Cleopatra to sing an air and to allow 
Manasses to catch up in his boat. In the next 
act we are in the banqueting hall of the paiace, 
where the Queen is very much bored by the 
efforts of everybody to amuse her. She 
remarks that she would give her 
crown to hear some one say, I love you.” A 
paper falls at her feet. she bends to pick it up, 
and on it are the words she has just longed to 
hear. The sensation is not as pleasurable as 
she anticipated, and she gives orders for the 
arrest and punishment of her audacious ad- 
mirer, who, however, manages to escape by 
swimming across the river. She now goes to 
her bath, and while lying in the water with vo 


gauze she sees aman peeping at her from be- 
bind a pillar. He is seized, dragged before her, 
and, falling at her feet, says, Je vous aime” 
with so much soulandin such musical accents 
that Cleopatra’s heart beats, and, to the stupe- 
fication of the chorus, tells nim in song that he 
may love her, but only for one night; in the 
morning be must drink acupof poison. The 
night comes, the poor fisherman is clad in royal 
robes, dancing giris are introduced, the Queen 
sings, and the curtain falls. 

The morning comes with the opening of the 
third act, and with it Charmion, bringing the 
cup of poison. Cleopatra feels a touch of 
pity, andis inclined to let Manesses off from 
the fatal draught, but he hears the music 
which announces the approach of Antony, 
and prefers to die rather than to live know- 
ing ber to be for another. After denoun- 
cing his rival be drains the cup and he and the 
curtain fall at one and the same time to the 
strains of martial music that heralds the ap- 
proach of the Roman Emperor. The first act, 
the longest, as it is the best, of the new work, 
abounds with charming musical motiveg; the 
**Couplets du Muletier.““ sang by an unseen 
personage; the Sointille Etoile of the tenor 
and the air of the mezzo-soprano, Charmion, 
are all gems full of grace and poetry, and the 
chorus in honor of Isis is pleasing, because of 
the large manner in which the theme is treat- 
ed. In the second act I was especially pleased 
with the first air of Cleopatra: Ol rien qu'un 
jour, une heur de tendresse et d’amour’’; by 
the little ballet which precedes it and by a pas- 
sionate air sang by Charmion, but the truly in- 
spired morceau of the act is the allegro: 
Amour fais moi renaitre!"" of Cleopatra, 
which seems as though it had come forth all in 
one sudden burst from the heartof the com- 
poser. In the last act we have a duo between 
Cleopatra and Manasses: ‘Le connais tu 
amour!“ words which are constantly recur- 
ring, and which fall from the lips of the Queen 
like so many caresses, to a delicious harp ac- 
companiment; a drinking song: ‘“ Verse! de 
ce flot qui bouillon,” and a fina! trio in which 
Marie Hellbron (Cleopatra), Talazac (Manas- 
ses), and Mile. Reggiani (Charmion) throw 
their whole soul and sing superbly. 


CARL ROSA’S BUSY LIFE. 

Carl Rosa bas lately given to the London 
World an account of his managerial career 
which will be read with interest by his many 
friends in America. Car! August Nicolas Rosa 
was born in Hamburg just 42 years ago. 
Before he entered his teens he had already 
played on the violin in public and was 
described in the concert bill as the juvenile 
Paganini. After a successful career in the 
Conservatories of Leipsic and Paris he made 
his début at the Crystal Palace in March, 1866. 
Shortly afterwards he joined Mr. Bateman’s 
company as a solo violinist, and during his 
first tour in the United States he met and mar- 
ried Mme. Parepa, who was the prima donna 
of the troupe. If you are fortunate enough to 
find Carl Rosa in his room when he has com- 
pleted his correspondence, and no one happens 
to be calling on business, he might perhaps be 
induced to tell in his own words and with the 
slightest possible foreign accent, the story of 
his eventful life. “1 first became a manager,“ 
says Mr. Rosa, ‘‘owing to the inability of 
our American impresario to fulfill his engage- 
ment. It was my own and my wife’s dream 
to establish an English opera company in 
America, and during the first two years our 
novel experiment was singularly successful. 
In 1869 we ventured to take our singers to Cali- 
fornia over the Isthmus of Panama, returning 
by coach across the continent. We contrived 
to give thirteen concerts during our tiresome 
journey, reached Virginia City when the White 
Pinesilver mine excitement was at its bight, 
and spent four days with Brigham Young at 
the Salt Lake. The seasons of 1871 and 1872 
were very exciting ones in the States. Nilsson 
Was there with an Italian opera company; 
there was also a concert combination formed 
by Stanley, Cummings, Mme. Patey, and Miss 
Wynne, and I had organized a very strong 
company for English opera. Just as the con- 
test was on the point of commencing, Wachtel, 
the great German tenor, unexpectedly arrived, 
and it became a matterof supreme importance 
to secure his services. I persuaded him to 
sign an agreement two hours after he 
landed, and met Mr. Strakosch, Nilsson’s 
agent, coming to see him as 1 left the room in 
triumph. As Wachtel could neither sing in 
English nor Italian, I found him practically a 
white elephant; so I formed a German compa- 
ny, which played at the Bowery Theatre, while 
my English troupe was performing at the Acad- 
emy. A little later I put ali my forces together, 
and organized an Italian opera season, with 
immense success. In 1872 I was offered the 
post of conductor at the Imperial Opera in St. 
Petersburg. but I preferred to accompany my 
wife to Cairo. In the course of my eight years’ 
travels I came scathiess out of a railway acci- 
dent and a collision at sea. On returning to 
England we first tried our fortunes witb Engtish 
opera in the provinces, and, encouraged by the 
success we met with, finally prepared to pro- 
duce ‘ Lohengrin’ at Drury Lane. The death 
of my wife put an end to the project, and it 
was not till September, 1875, that I opened 
and with a very satisfactory result concluded 
a seven weeks’ season at the Princess’. This 
was followed by tours ia the provinces and 
seasons at the Lyceum ard Adelphi. In Janu- 
ary, 1879, I migrated to Her Majesty’s Theatre 
and brought out ‘Mignon,’ Alus,“ and Lo- 
hengrin.’ Next year I produced Tannhäuser“ 
on a very extensive scale. I shou.d hardly 
like to say how much it cost me, but for the 
four Wagner operas which were played in the 
same season I engaged twenty-four leading 
artists, a chorus of sixty persons, a ballet of 
forty dancers, an orchestra of seventy musi- 
cians, and over 100 supernumeraries, In 1883 
Esmeralda and Colomba were put success- 
tully on the stage at Drury Lane, and last year 
they were followed by The Canterbury Pi- 
grims.’ I can now fairly say that English 
opera rests at last on a firm basis. It 
has almost become a national institution, 
and I have little fear of its future, for 
it has managed somehow or other to outlive all 
its competitors. At the present moment I 


think I am almost only manager who is

A table givimg the number ot performances 
of various operas at the Grand Opera, Paris, 
during the three years 1882-85 has just been 
printed, From the list it appears that the work 
most frequently performed bas been Faust,” 
with seventy-five performances; next come 
„Les Huguenots,” fifty-eight; ‘** Guillaume 
Tell“ and La Favorite, forty-six each; and 
** Francoise de Rimini.“ forty. The average 
receipts show that the fullest bouses were 
drawn dy Rigoletto,” fourteen times; next 
in attractiveness we find ‘* Francoise de Ri- 
mini,“ Henry VIII.,“ and Faust.“ in the 
order given. Guillaume Tell,” though often 
performed, is only the eigkteentb on the list in 
the average of receipts. 

Among the more dainty of the newest songs 
few are more pleasing or more cleverly done 
than the pretty little encore song, **She Kisses 
with Her Eyes,” just published by the Chicago 
Music Company. The words are by Miss Minna 
Caroline Smith, tne music by Miss Eleanor 
Smith, the opus number being the perfect one 
of 7. The words embody a conceit which is 
pretty if not wholly satiefymg. The music is 
in an antique dance rbythm, the melody being 
piquant and the barmonic treatment decidedly 
fresh. It has been sung successfully by Miss 
Emma Thursby, Miss Grace Hiltz, and others. 
The record 18 a pleasing one in every way to 
make, for it is in such families as those of the 
authors of this piece that a highly cultured 
heredity must first show itself. 


Two or three remarkable novelties will be 
presented at the Händel Bicentenary Festival 
in London, beginning June 23. A double 
concerto, lately found by Mr. W. Rock- 
stro among the Hfndelian MSS. in Buck- 
ingham Palace, . will be played, and a 
little known violin sonata will be performed by 
the 160 violins of the festival orchestra in un 
son. Mr. W. T. Best will play the grand organ 
concerto in B flat, No. 3, from the second set, 
for the first time in its complete form since 
Hiindel’s death. ‘Partisans of the antique,“ 
says Life (London), will be delighted wit the 
quaint flavoring which shall serve as sauce to 
these delicacies—an ancient orchestra, antique 
instruments, and other recondite contrt- 
vances—so that all paiates may be satisfied, 
those who prefer the ancient no less than those 
whose penchant is for modern.“ 


Mr. Frederick W. Root has been carrying on 
an interesting experiment in vocal teaching 
during the last season, the results whereof 
were shown to some extent last Saturday at 
Weber Hall. Taking a body of ladies, many of 
them schoolteachers unversed in music, he 
has tavght them to intone correctly not only 
the diatonic, but also the chromatic, and, as he 
calls it, the bichromatic” scales (whatever 
this latter may be), and to sing in parts, phrase 
tastefully, etc., all in class. The practical 
value of this experiment seems to have been 
two-fold. First, he appears to have demon- 
strated that many adult persons supposed 
to be unmusical can be made musical by 
proper attention; second, that really valuabie 
artistic effects in vocal culture can be brought 
within the reach of small purses by means of 
the class system judiciously adininistered. The 
demonstration wag not needed, but it can 
do no barm. ‘Thetonic sol-fa people proved it 
long ago, and did it and still do it upon a scale 
which shames our puny American efforts. Mr. 
Tomlins has done the same thing. Neverthe- 
less Mr. Root’s valuable work is none the less 
welcome, for the fleld is very wide and as yet 
practically untouched. 


At the Exposition Upera-House the bili will 
be changed Monday night to Millöcker s opera 
Der Feldprediger (The Fivid-Preacher). 
The work has never been given here, but from 
its success in New York under the name of 
The Biack Hussar,“ and from the success of 
the previous by the composer of “ The 
Beggar Student,” the anticipations concerning 
it are of a favorable character. The advance 
summary of the story is by no means clear, the 
condensation having been somewhat clumsily 
performed, but as nearly as can be gathered 
from it the principal characters in the work 
are the Chaplain himself. who is Hellwig, a 
disguised emissury of the league of virtue,“ 
and Justice Heidekrug, whois the butt of the 
affair.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were very irregular 
Saturday, but averaged weak, and there was not 
very much business doing. The grain markets were 
oppressed by too much statistics, and would prob- 
ably have gone considerably lower but for the fact 
that they were pretty well sustained by pute when 
near the bottom prices of the day. The weakness 
was increased by the character of the weather, 
both here and in Europe, which was favorable to 
the growing crops. 

Provisions started out strong in sympathy with 
a report that hogs at the Stock- Yards were consid- 
erably higher, while lard was quoted 34 up in Liv- 
erpool. But a comparison of the figures soon 
showed that the p 
t on record for this time of the 
year, and it was estimated that the movement of 
hogs for the coming week will be a very large one. 
This and the heaviness in wheat soon took the 
strength out of provisions and they fell away, 
though without much stuff being offered for sale. 
Lard was relatively steady, probably because the 
outward movement has recently been a very lib- 
eralone. Pork sold 7½ higher, at 810.5234 for 
August, and receded to $10.35 at the close, with 
July at 7e discount and September at 100 pre- 
mium. Lard sold ap 5c, to $6.75 for August, and 
closed at 86.67 bid, with July at 7e dis- 
count, and September at 7}4@10c premium. Ribs 
sold 2½ higher, at $5.525¢ for August, and closed 
at 68. 426 bid, with July at 7½ discount and Sep- 
tember at 10e premium. The packing of this city

Cash 
lots in store sold at 47@473¢c for No, 3, with 466 
46960 for No. 3. and 444¢@45c for No.4 Free-on- 
board lots sold at 47%{@48}¢c for No, 2, with re for 
No. 3 and 45@46c for No. 4. Yellow lots commanded 
a premium of Ne; mostly the outside. 

Oats were very weak, in sympathy with the other 
markets, closing ge lower than Friday. There was 
only a light volume of trading. The main feature 
of the market was that whereas June was at a pre- 
mium of Me over July Friday, they closed even Sat - 
urday. This was said to have been brought about 
by those who were long evening up the market 
80 as to save their being stuck on the storage. 
June opened at 335¢c, sold down to32%c, and closed 
at 32760. July opened at 33Mẽe, went back to e. 
and closed the same as June. August sold at 28c, 
and September ranged at 27@27 Ke, closing at 270.

Barley continues weak and more dull than ever. 
The few maltsters present were there more for 
gossip than to buy, and very few sales were made, 
even at concessions, for purchasers bought at 
their own prices or not at all. The sales were ex- 
clusively of No. 8 at 42@46c. 

Millstuffs were steady and in good demand. The 
ogerings were fair. Spring-wheat bran sold at $10.50 
@11.50; winter-wheat bran at $11.873¢@12.00; mid- 
Clings at $11,75@13.00; and wheat screenings at 
$12.00. 

The seed market was very quiet, there being no 
offerings except of timothy, clover, buckwheat, and 
flax, The frst-named was firmer, with sales of 
common to nice prime seed at $1.40@1.55. Septem- 
ber delivery was a shade easier, selling at $1.43@ 
1.4244. Flax was 3c lower, No. 1 gash selling at 
$1.30. August delivery was offered at 81.296. and 
September was nominally $1.25. Clover was in- 
active but for the sale of two bags at 85.10. Some 
more buckwheat was in offering and sold at Tus. 

There was a light business ia jobbing circles 
generally, while most lines were posittvely dull. 
Staple and fancy groceries met with a seasonable 
demand and averaged steady. Dried fruits and 
canned goods remain dull. Thore ie a better de- 
mand than for some time past for fish, but the 
movement is not altogether satisfactory. Butter 
was fairly active and frm. Cheese remains quiet 
and unsettied. The only change noted in oils, 
paints, and colors was an advance of 2ic in white 
lead. 

The cattle market was moderately active and 
prices were without important change, ruling 
steady for shipping grades at $4.75@5.75 and weak 
for butchers’ stock at 2.356450. The receipts 
were estimated at 1.500. Hogs were active and 
stronger, closing firm at $3.95@4.25 for light and at 
$3.85@4.20 for heavy. The receipts were about 
11,500. For the week the receipts were 30,700 cattle, 
145,100 hogs, and 10,765 sheep, against 28,981 cattle, 
117,858 bogs, and 9,388 sheep for the same time last 
year, 

The largest volume of business this season was 
done on the street markets, and at good prices. 
Strawberries arrived in better shape and nearly all 
the fine lots sold early, the market advancing dur- 
ing the day, avery unusual occurrence. Michi- 
gan berries came in freely. The demand for veg- 
etables was quite brisk, very little being left over. 
Eggs continued weak, consequent on the difficulty 
in obtaining fresh stocks. Poultry was more 
plentiful, with ready sales. All descriptions of 
green fruits sold well. The potato market re- 
mained steady. Hay was firm for choice grades. 
Nothing else was wanted. 

The statistician of the St. Paul Pionzer-Press 
says that the spring wheat acreage shows a re- 
duction from that of last year of 10 per cent in 
Minnesota and 5@8 per cent in Dakota. 

The number of stop orders in wheat was stated 
Saturday to bea very large one., Not many of 
them were filled, however, as the market did not 
go down to the point to which most of them were 
limited. 

It was well remarked yesterday that if the trade 
had fewer statistics there would be more trade. A 
set of figures. comes in, and before the people have 
well settled down to doing business on that basis 
another set arrives and upsets the whole matter. 
The mischief is that when so many are estimating 
on the volume of the crops noone attaches much 
confidence to any of the figures. It would be in- 
teresting if some one could tell whether the great 
trouble is in having too many figures or too many 
philosophers. 

Geddes, whois nowin Europe, cabled yesterday 
as follows: “Wheat, no demand. Inactive, de- 
pressed. Tending down, owing to large arrivals 
of California wheat. Large number of floating car- 
goes offering, especially Indian, to arrive in the 
next three months, Trade seems independent of 
Atlantic ports. Prospects of your small crops alle- 
viate but do not remove depression here. See 
no prospect of any advance soon. Weather favor- 
able for the growing crops in England, and in France 
they promise well.“

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DEATH IN THE STORM. 


The Little Town of Pulaski, Ia, 
Swept by Friday Night's 
Tornado. 


‘Half a Dozen Lives Lost and Thousands 
of Dollars’ Worth of Property 
Destroyed.

Great Severity of the Tempest Throughout 
the Hawkeye State—Scores of 
Injured Persons.

Kkroxbx. Ia., June 13.—|Special.]—This seo- 
tion was visited ata late hour last night by one 
of the most violent rain-storms experienced for 

Reports received today show that it 
wasextended and the damage done severe, 
The Chicago, Burlington & Kansas City and the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroads were 
the worst sufferers bereabouts. 

Nearly all the culverts and some of the 
track of the former between Franklin and 
Mount Sterling were washed away, and no 
trains have been run today, but it is thought 
they will be in shape tomorrow. 

The Rock Island bas five bridges out between 


Croton and Bonaparte, with a heavy slide near 


Bentonsport, and do not expect to resume 
traffic before Monday. 

The Des Moines River rose rapidly and broke 
away the Egyptian levee south of the city, and 
the water floodea the Missouri bottom, oover- 
ing an area six miles wide and three miles long. 
Crops are ali destroyed on this taact, and also 
on the Iowa shore bottoms. 

The Chatham Square Methodist Church here 
was struck by lightning and damaged to the 
Amount of $300. 

Near Pulaski, Ia., the rain was accompanied 
by afearful storm of wind, and reports from 
there state that six dwellmg-houses and seven 
barns were destroyed, besides numerous 
fences, outhouses, etc., and’ considerabie dam- 
age was done to crops. 

Sol Myers, wife, and child were killed by fall- 
ing timbers, and Ella Hoffman, who had taken 
refuge in a cellar, was also killed. Two other 
chiidren of Myers were injured, and but little 
hopes are entertained of their recovery. 

A later dispatch from Bloomfield, in Davis 
County, says that the storm at Pulaski was 
even more disastrous than at first reported. 
Yesterday afternoon between 5 and 6 o’clock 
the house and barn of Solomon Myers were 
blown into fragments and his wife and one 
chlid instantly killed. He and three other 
children were, it is thought, fatally in- 
jured. One mile further east the 
house and large barn of John Steveck 
Was totally destroyed, and a number of horses 
and cattie killed. The family bad taken ref- 
uge in the cellar and escaped without injury, 
with the exception of Ella Hoffman, the bired 
girl, who was struck on the head by afragment 
of a bruken stove and instantly killed. The 
barn of William Matthews was also destroyed. 
Considerable live stock was killed. The storm 
‘was general throughout the county, but did no 
damage except in this one locality. 

- Farurnoetor, Ia., June 13.—The heaviest 
rain known for years feil last night. Railway 
bridges were washed out in many places, 
streets and houses were flooded, and several 
bouses and barns were struck by lightning. 


WESTERN AND CENTRAL IOWA. 

Sioux Crty, Ia, June 13.— Special. — Re- 
ports have been coming in from the neighbor- 
ing country today of the damage done by the 
storm of last evening. The worst of the wind 
centered about Sloan, twenty miles south of 
the city. Robert Nesbit's house was blown 
down and tbree of Robert’s ribs broken, 
besides other injuries. G. Ladsen's 
house was biown down. The Ladsens 
found the bad some distance from the house 
umbarmed. James Packwood’s house was 
wrecked, Packwood seriously injured, and his 
wife's arm broken. Mrs. Davenport's bouse

and his wife, who was about to be confined, is 
very low.

Twelve 
miles north of the city two barns were blown 
down and granaries wrecked. 

At Ponca, Neb., twenty miles west, the depot 


was set on tire by lightning, but the fire was 


put out. Two houses there were also struck. 

North of Newell, Mrs. Bowers was killed by 
lightning. 

At Tara the roundbouse of the Des Moines 
& Fort Dodge Railroad was biown down. 
The storm was wide, extending at least from 

Council Bluffs to Fort Dodge, a distance of 200 
miles. The strongest wind was from the 
northwest and the general character a succes- 
sion of sweeping gusts, striking with destruct- 
ive forée only in places. In but two instances 
near Sloan and again where the Milwaukee 
Passenger train was wrecked—was there any- 
thing approaching acycione. At other places 
thore was a straight wind from the northwest. 
In some places a single farm would 
be swept and the balance ‘of a township 
escape. The damage to crops 1s light, as but 
little hail tell, and corn and small grain are not 
80 lar advanced but that they will straighten 
up. 

The injured in the wind-wrecked Milwaukee 
train are all able to be about today except 
‘Mrs. Hitchcock of Kimball, Duk., hurt in the 
back, and Express-Messenger Scott, whose 
mind is clearing up. The injuries to his bead, 
it is believed, will not be serious.

At Le Grand, near Mershaitown, the Chrie- 
tian institute was unroofed and the river 
bridge biown down. 

No reports of serious damage to crops are 
yet received. 

In Jasper County the rivers have all over- 
flown the banks. [he bridge on the Iowa Cen- 
tral was carried away and two miles of track 
on the Newton & Monroe Railway washed out, 
which will delay trains for several days. In the 
eastern part of the county considerable dam- 
age was done by wind and the residence of J. 
J. Smith destroyed and his wife and daughter 
badly injured. 

At Arcadia three houses were blown down. 

At Manning the elevator was struck by 
lightning, and at Halbur ten freight-cars were 
blown from the track into the ditch.

BLOATED MONOPOLISTS. 


THE COMBINATION OF NEEDLE AND SEW- 
ING-MACHINE MANUFACTURERS BECOMES 
A HARDSHIP REQUIRING THE INTERFER- 
ENCK OF THE STATE ATTORNEY-GEN- 
ERAL. 

New York, June ‘13.—[Special.|—A fight 
against the great needle and sewing-machine 
monopoly has been commenced. Attorney- 
General O’Brien today granted permission to 
Mr. Charles Alvord, through his attorneys, to 
bring tut in the Supreme Court to annul! the 
charter of the Central Needle Company on the 
ground of a conspiracy of ten or more persons 
through it to commit acts injurious to com- 
merce. This company was organized March, 
1883, for the purpose of manufacturing 
sewing-machine needles and supplies. 
Its capital stock was placed at $10,000, 
and it was soon taken up bya syndicate or- 
ganized among the leading manufacturers for 
the purpose. The company soon became a 
monopoly something like the Standard Oil 
Company. The menufacturers comprise the 
Charles T. Howard Company, Brocton, Mass.; 
I. T. & F. D. Smith, Mount Carmel, Conn.; A. 
H. Smith, New Haven, Gonn.; the National 
Needle Company, Middleboro, Mass.; the Wa- 
terbury Needie Company, Waterbury, Conn.; 
and the Excelsior Needle Company, Farrington, 
Conn. Among the directors chosen were 
Charles Alvord, the plaintiff and first Presi- 
dent; Charles Aoward, Douglas F. Maltby, Mil- 
lard S. Blaine, Ira TI. Smith, Andrew A. Smith, 
H. Herbert Howard, and G. H. Bielock. 

The company's first act was to buy up all 
opposition needle compapies and divide their 
plants up, thus preventing competition. The 
syndicate then drew up and signed an ironciad 
agreemeut for the purpose of securing abso- 
lute control of all sewing-machine supplies. 
Mr. Alvord states that the sole business of the 
company has been to regulate the prices, se- 
cure unrestricted monopoly of the market, 
collect royalties, and distribute them among 
the stockhoiJes of the company. The royalty 
was 81 on each 1,000 needles manufactured 
and sold and a proportionate amount on other 
supplies, Each firm was obliged to admit 
an agent of the Central Company monthly, 
who examined the books and accounts and 
obtained full statements of the material mauu- 
factured, shipments, and prices obtained. 
From the reports the Central company dictated 
the goods to be manufactured by each firm, 
fixed prices, and determined what parties, if 
any, had forfeited the right to receive goods 
at the lowest rates. If any firm was found to 
bave violated the agreement into which all en- 
tered, or to have sold, directly or indirectly, 
for prices less than the sums authorized, it was 
fined $1,000. Every month the firms turned 
over their royaities to headquarters, where the 
proceeds were distributed in dividends to 
the stockholders. By the ironciad agree- 
ment entered into by all no firm 
was permitted to sell, transfer, or lease 
or in any manner dispose of any plant or part 
thereof, or loan or allow any outside party to 
use the same or sell any patent or interest 
therein, or dispose of any shop rights. In re- 
turn the company protected its patrons from 
any competition, secured for them the highest 
prices that the public would stand, and 
to crush any new manufactory that should at- 
tempt to start.

DID “ MIND-CURE” DRIVE HER MAD? 


A YOUNG WOMAN OF CHICAGO TAKEN sup. 
DENLY INSANR. THE ALLEGED CAUSE BE- 
ING MENTAL TREATMENT FOR PHYSICAL 
ILLS—WHAT ALL PARTIES SAY. 
Rockrorp, III. June 18,—[Special.]—A re- 

markable case of insanity has just come to 

light in Rockford. Two weeks ago Mrs. Dufoe 

was summoned to Chicago by the reported i- 

ness of her daughter, Mrs. Henry Wsncoop. 

When she arrivea she found the daughter a 

raving maniac, stark naked, and requiring the 

exertions of three attendants to restrain her 
from doing violence to herself, The crazed 
condition has been brought about by the min- 
istranons of a Mrs. Dr. Whittaker, who claimed 
to be mind-curer. The girl has been rather 
faiiung in health and had applied to 
the female healer” for relief. it is 
alleged that Mrs. Whittaker gave her 
thirty treatments, which consisted of physician 
and patient sitting entirely quiet for a quarter 
of an hour conceutrating ir minds upon the 
subject of the sufferer's ailments. Mrs. Wyn- 
coop became hysterical and then insane. The 
physician had told her that she must purify 
herself by reading the Bibie constantly and 
thinking over her whole past life. She re- 
fusea to put on any clothing because she said 
she was not yet pure esough.’’ For a like 
reason she had denied herself water for days 
until her lips were crackell and parched. 80 
wildly did she rave an expert on 
insanity advised sending ber to the insane 
asylum. The mother, hoWever, insisted on 
bringing her home to Rockford. Hypodermic 
injections were admistered and in the night 
she was carried bodily to a back, thence to the 
cars, and finally to Mrs. Dufoe’s house, where 

every effort was made to keep her condition a 

secret. She was finally induced to wear her 

night robe and now has gained her mental 
poise in a measure, although still greatly 
shattered. 


Mr. Wyncoop, who is a young man employed 
on Washington street, near the river, was seen 
at his rooms, No. 1180 Milwaukee avenue, by a 
reporter last night. When informed that Tun 
TRIBUNE bad received a dispatch from Rock- 
ford relative to his wife he was very anxious 
to learn its contents, not baving beard from 
her since he left her about a week ago. He 
was comforted with the assurance that Tug 
TKIBUNE’S telegrams contained no ill tidings, 
and then proceeded with a history of his wife’s 
case. She had been a sufferer from various 
complications for several years, the result of 
too close confinement to the millinery busi- 
ness, but had been afforded some relief 
by the treatment of a physician 
at Rochester, N. T. Last October he 
and bis wife were married, and some 
time ago she began to be moody, and com- 
plained of not being able to sleep. He failed 
to cheer her up, and about seven weeks ago, 
bearing of Mrs. Dr. Whittaker, a metaphysi- 
ciun at No. 32 Park street, he and his wife 
calied there. Mrs. Whittaker. began to treat 
her and appeared to do her good. 

„ What was the method of treatment?“ was 
asked. 

Mr. Wyncoop didn’t know exactly. It was 
the influence of mind over matter, and that 
was all he could say. 

„How does Mrs, Whittaker go about it?“ 

„She seats her patient in a chair, and then 
sits in another chair with her back to the pa- 
tient, and they sit there for sometime with- 
out saying a word. That was about all I saw.” 

The husband then went on to say that three 
weeks ago last Thursday his wife became very 
violent, not having slept for tzeeveral nights, and 
he then called upon Mrs. Whittaker again, but 
she had no effect upon her whatever this time. 
The tollowing Monday he seat her to Rockford, 
where her mother was, and as soon as she ar- 
rived there she calied for something to eat, 
baving previously eaten nothing for several 
days. Mrs, Whittaker said she was suffering 
from bysteria mania. A woman living in the 
house said Mrs. Wyncoop’é screams could be 
heard all over the house. 

Mr. Wyncoop detailed two wonderful cures 
worked by Mrs. Whittaker, one.of them being 
that of a woman who had been confined to her 
bed fer. mine months from the effects of a 
strained cartilage of thes column. The oth- 
er was the straightening: foot of a young 
girl which bad been deformed for eleven years. 

Mrs. Whittaker was found to be a woman of 
middie age, with gray hair and fine cast of 
features. Sue was willing to talk, but would 
enter into no explanations res ardimg the sccret 
of her power in effecting cures. 

“It is simply metapbysic,” “the 
influence of mind over matter.’ 

Is it anything like mesmerism?”’ 

“It might be called a higher form of mes- 
merism—a higher species of the science. It 
comes from God. He has a great deal to do

UNDERVALUATIONS 8 


Scandalous Extent to Which They 
Have Been Carried in New 
Tork. 


The Confidence of Foreign Shippers in 
the Appraiser’s Office Manifestly 
Not Misplaced, . 


Care Taken by Officials to Evade the Pen- 
alty LineDifficulties in the Way 


of Correcting the Evil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13.—)Special. }— 
Extracts from a report of the commission re- 
cently engaged by direction at Secretary Man- 
ning in the investigation of the methods of 
conducting the public business at the port of 
New York, onthe general subjects of under 
valuation, go to show that the prevalent sys- 


tem of undervaluation, while largely due to’ 


faulty administration in the appraiser's de- 
partment, has not received proper attention on 
the part of the Collector’s office. The extent 
to which specific invoices are undervalued de- 
pends upon the gudacity of the shipper 
and the degree of confidence he has 
in the ability of his New York agent to 
pass the goods through the appraiser's 
office without incurring penal duties. 
The only risk to be apprehended under the law 
as it has been administered for years is the ad- 
vance of value upon’ appraisement. Foreign 
shippers and their New York agents do not ap- 
pear to regard this method of evading du- 
ties asin any degree uniawful. A list of in- 
voices advanced beyond 10 per cent for the 
months of December, 1884, January and part 
of February, 1885, show that none of these 
cases bave been referred to the District-Attor- 
ney for such action as he might deem 
proper. It is the practice of the 
Collector’s office, in case of advances 
to a penalty,  . to waive seizure 
and accept additional auty. The importer has 
thus come to understand that in undervaluing 
bis merchandise he runs neither the risk of 


Criminal prosecution nor of losing his goods. 


His object appears to be to enter bis mercbhan- 
dise as low as possible and escape a 10 per cent 
advance; but, if such advance is made, he is 
sure of no punishment beyond the 20 per cent 
addiaonal duty. Attention is called to the 
frequent recurrence of undervaluations by the 
same importers. The advances range from 12 
per cent to more than 300 per cent. Another 
schedule shows advances of less than 10 per 
cent during the months of October and Novem- 
ber, 1884, and shows frequent repetition of the 
names of the same importers. 
EVADING THE PENALT? LINE. 

A remarkable feature of these advances is 
that so mauy of them are just a shade under 
10 per cent. For example, in eighteen in- 
voices of one firm the advances ranged from 
9.02 to 9.99 per cent, showing that the apprais- 
ing officers in passing the goods apparently 
made careful computations with special refer- 
ence to the penalty line, and this, too, on goods 
about which the best experts rarely agree with- 
in 5 per cent of the value. During the three 
months ending Dec. 31, 1884, more than 2,200 
invoices were advanced on appraisement, two- 
thirds of which were invoices of forty of the 
leading houses receiving consigned goods, 
chiefly silks, for sale on foreign account. The 
act of June 22, 1874, provides that it shall 
be the duty of any officer or person employed 
in the customs revenve service of the United 
States, upon detection of any violation of the 
customs laws, forthwith to make complaint 
thereof to the Collector of the district, whose 
duty it shall be promptly to report the same to 
the District Attorney of the district in which 
such frauds sball be committed.” It is 
not claimed that the advance of an 
occasional invoice indicates traudulent intent 
of the importer, but when he persistently and 
uniformly enters his goods at an undervalua- 
tion it is evident that he is not déterred from 
an unlawful practice by the possible addition 
of penal duty. In such cases the law should 
be invoked, and the habitual undervaluer 
made to know that the practice endangers not 
only his property but his personal liberty and 


his reputation. Such action, if taken, would, 


it is believed, be more effectual than any other 
means which could be adopted to break 
up the practice. The courts are open and 
the law is plain. It for any reason it fails 


in its practical administration, that is not for 


the customs officer to consider. That these 
cases have not been reported is probably due 
to the belief of the customs officers that, owing 
to the provisions of Sec. 16 of the act referred 
to, successful prosecutions could not be main- 
tained. But, in the opinion of the special 
agents, the Collector should follow the plain 
letter of the law in making his report, leaving 
the consequences to the District-Attorney and 
the courts. . 

The first list above referred to includes 
some two hundred importations, as many 
as fifty for the same firms, in 
which the undervaluation ranged from 
about 11 per cent to as high as 528 per cent, 
and none of which appear to bave been re- 
ported by the Collector to the District-Atior- 
ney for suit. The second: list in the foregoing 
statemerts includes twenty-five so-called con- 
signment houses, who within the two months 
mentioned have variously from five to fifty of 
their invoices advanced by the Appraiser, the 
total number so advanced of the twenty-five 
firms being 452, of which number the advance 
of 379 was near the penalty line, or between 9 
and 10 per cent. 

DIFFICULTIES TO SUPPRESS. 

One of the chief difficulties in the suppres- 
sion of undervaluation is in the metbod of re- 
appraisement prevailmg at the port of New 
York. The list of five names sent by the ap- 
praiser to the Collector, from which selection 
is made of the merchant appraiser, is composed 
in part, sometimes wholly, of those firms en- 
gaged in the consignment business, and whose 
invoices are thus habitually undervalued. It is 
found that during the three months end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1884, selections for the merchant 
appraiser were made in forty-five different 
cases from the firms above referred to, 
and who themselves within that period 
had had in the aggregate 847 invoices 
advanced by the appraiser, a considerable 
number of which had gone to reappraisement. 
The Deputy Collector, who, previous to Janu- 


medial laws are needed: to enable the Govern- 
ment to enforce the tariff. But the commis- 
sion is satisfied much. of the 
existing affairs is due to 
faults of? adinimstvation that may be correct- 
ed. When it is considered that three-fourths 
of the importations of foreign merchandise 
coming to this country is entered at the port of 
New York, the importance of a careful admin- 
istration of the appraising department cannot 
be overestimated. Not only are the revenues 
of the Government endangered by faulty or 
corrupt methods, but business interests ate 
disturbed, and in some cases destroyed, by the 
failure of the appraising officers to make full, 
uniform, and prompt appraisement of imported 
merchandise. It is a serious question whether 
the existing business ‘depression is not 
more or less due to loose 
and unbusiness-like methode of ap- 
praisement, whereby one merchant pays 
more duties upon the same articie than an- 
other. The ease with which undervalued in- 
voices have passed the custom-house had in- 
vited and encouraged excessive consignments 
from Europe. The tariff laws, if impartially 
and absolutely enforced, would prevent im- 
portation at uneven and undervalued prices, 
and would regulato and restrict the introduc- 
tion of foreign merchandise in accordance with 
the healthy demands of trade.“ 


ARSENIC IN THE SOUP. 


AN EVANSTON FAMILY POISONED—A RELA- 
TIVE ARRESTED. 

Mary Claman, the young woman who was 
arrested Friday night at the home of her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Kate Frerers, in Rosehill, was 
brought before Magistrate George Kearney for 
examination yesterday morning, charged with 
administering poison with felonious intent. 
Dr. Poole. testified that he was called to the 
above place last Tuesday night reat Mr. and 
Mrs. Frerers and their two — who were 
taken with vomiting and pains in the stom- 
ach.

By the Marsh sys 
tem the latter found arsenic in both cases, as 
did also Mr, Williams in the portion he exam- 
ined. The Frerers testified that they were 
taken sick Tuesday and again Thursday, but 
that they had never had any difficulty with 
Mary and knew of no reason why she should 
attempt to injure them. The prisoner said she 
knew notbing of the poison found in the yard 
by Mr. Frerers. She admitted that she 
had purchased a box of § rat-poison 
in Chicago iast Friday a week ago, having 
heard it was good for sore feet such as 
she has suffered with for sometime. This she 
used Saturday night and threw the box away. 
A Mrs. Kranz, a neighbor, first told her that 
poison had been found in the yard, but knew 
nothing of it herself.

PoILADELPHIA, Pa., June 13.—The follow- 
mg advertisement in the Philadelphia newspa- 
rday was read with general interest: 

9500 REWARD FOR THE ARREST of the per- 

sons who abdueted two children, named Charles 

Robelen, aged 6 years, and Daisy Robelen, aged 4 

ears H. F. ROBELEN. 

Mr. Robelen is a wealthy musio- publisher, 

and was married a little more than a year ago 

to Miss Cleland of Wilmington, a belle and 
heiress. He bud two children, whose names 
appear in the above advertisement, by a for- 
mer marriage. Mr. Robelen did not, 
bowever, live happily with his geo- 
ond wife, who was many years younger 
than her busband. Her gayety and extrava- 
gance were constantly the subject of gossip, 
and last November he sought and obtained 
without much difficulty a divorce from her, 
with the custody of his children. Mrs. Robe- 
len, strenuously sought to get possession of 
the children, but received instead the full 
‘amount of her marriage settlement—$70, 000— 
on leaving her busband’s house. She was aft- 
erward seen at theatrer and other public 
places in the company of a Mr. James 

Sheppey, who had deen a suitor for 
her hand before her marriage. Day 
before yesterday Mr. Robelen was called 
away from bis residence for about five min- 
utes. The children were playing in the yard 
when he left, but when be returned they had 
disappeared. A hurried search through the 
neighborhood failed to discoverthem. Finally 
a friend told Mr. Robelen that he had seen his 
former wife with Mr. Sheppey and the children 
driving away in a carriage. Which way the 
carriage bad turned-the friend did not know, 
and in spite of a careful search the clew was 
lost. Mr. Robelen next inserted an advertise- 
ment, but neither his divorced wife, nor bis 
children, or their nu@se have been seen since.

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE C. CAMPBELL. 

A meeting of prominent members of the bar 
to take action on the death of George Q. 
Campbell was held in Judge Blodgett's court- 
roc m, in the Government building, yesterday 
afternoon, Judge Drummond presiding. The 
following’ were in attendance: B. F. Ayer, F. 
O. Bail, B. C. Cook, E. F. Ball of Ottawa, D. 
L. Hough, L. H. Boutelle, Judge Rogers. C. W. 
Needham, Alexander McCoy, John N. Jewett, 
Cyrus Bentley, Van H. Higgins, Georwe Hard- 
ing, Thomas Dent, Edwin Walker, C. H. Law- 
rence, Judge Blodgett, John Woodbridge, 
Louis Umiauf, J. K. Edsall, A. N. Waterman, 
J. J. Herrick, C. C. Bonney, D. F. Cameron, C, 
M. Osborne, W. B. Keep, M. W. Fuller, 
J. L. Riu, Judge Anthony, Lyman Trumbull, 
A. W. Green, Judge J. B. Bradwell, Leonard 
Swett, R. G. Asay, C. M. Duwes, C. L. Easton, 
F. H. Winston, Judge Boyton. 

Mr. Fuller presented a tribute to the memory 
of the deceased in the form of a minute for 
entry upon the records «f the several Federal 
and State Courts, which he introduced with a 
touching eulogy. The paper, which sets forth 
that in affectionate remembrance of their de- 
ceased brother, George C. Campbell, the min- 
ute has been adopted by the bar of Chicago, 
with the request that it be entered upon the 
records of the United States Courts.“ It 
contains the following brief sketch of his life: 
„George Cook Campbell was born in Cayuga 
County, New York, May 3, 1833, graduated at 
Hamiiton College July, 1852, was for a time 
Professor of Mathematics at Ithaca Academy; 
in 1854 be é¢nvgaged in civil engineering until 
the spring of 1857. In 1859 he was admitted 
to the bar of Lilinois, and in 4861 became a 
member of the firm of Glover, Cook & Camp- 
bell at Ottawa, where he practiced until 1869, 
when be was appointed General Solicitor of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad 
Company and removed to Chicago, whica 
thenceforward remained his place of resi- 
dence. In October, 1872, he resigned the 
position and entered upon an extensive general 
professional practice (chiefly in the firm of 
Lawrence, Campbell & Lawrence) until nis 
death, May 15, 1885. 

As a lawyer Mr. Campbell possessed in a 
rare degree that happy combination of quali- 
ties which fitted him for prominence at the 
bar. But, while thoroughly equipped by train- 
ing and experience for wise counsel and for 
the negotiation of important questions which 
constitute so large a part of the work of a suc- 
cessiul lawyer, it was in the trial of closely- 
contested causes that be more especially ex- 
celled. . . This also may be said of our 
brother—that every contest was fairly fought 
and every victory bonorably won.“ 

Eulogies were delivered by the following 
genticmen: Judge Drummond, Judge Blodgett, 
James L. High, Edwin Walker, and Judge An- 
thony, and after adopting the paper of Mr. 
Fuller as its own expression. the meeting ad- 
journed.

has been a source of weakness to the Repub- 
licans for the last twelve or ffteen 
years, hanging like a millstone upon 
the neck of every politician who has at- 
tempted to use it, finally drawing him 
under. Ido not believe that the Democrats 
can capture the Legislature, but a great deal 
depends on the Administration. If it is con- 
sidered by the people a splendid succeés then 
there is no teliing the result. The Administra- 
tion is approaching a critical position. It must 
take a stand on the great questions of finance 
which must be met when Congress convenes. 
Tnere are in the party in Ohio, for 
example, three wings wh@se views are seem ing- 
ly irreconcilabie—the greenbackers, the silver 
or bimetallists, and the goldites. With the 
House Democratic the Administration must 
take a stand upon the money question which 
will alienate the other two wings.

BaALxIxonx, Md., June 13,—[Special. |—With- 
out the * Grandmother's Fund“ the Maryland 
rng Democracy would be at a loss to know 
bow to steer through some of the campaigns in 
this State, particularly when a doubtful dis- 
trict is to be carried or an uncertain ward held 
in the Democratic column. How this cam- 
paign savings bank got the name of the 
„Grandmother's Fund“ is a secret in the 
“ring” history. Surely it is a misnomer, as 
no respectable grandmother would care to be 
acknowledged as the custodian or surety for 
a fund used for any such purpose 
as bribing voters and paying repeaters 
and ballot-box stuffers. . United States 
Seuator Arthur P. Gorman will have need of 
the Grandmothber's Fund next fall in secur 
ing a Legislature that will re@lect him to the 
Senate. The fund is very low just at present, 
Some of the most generous contributors are 
out with the bosses and not friendly to Gor 
man. How to bolster up the “Grandmother ”’ 
ig a question that now puzzles the politicians, 
This fund in Maryland is not like the campaign 
funds in other States that are only raised from 
time to time when election emergencies de- 
mand. The ** Grandmother's Fund” is never 
entirely exhausced. There is always a few 
hundred in the treasury, election or no elec- 
tion. Regular assessments are levied on the 
Democratic State and city officeholders, 
When any ot them kick, they get a warning. 
The vity fund is kept separate from tne State 
fund, and there’s where the growl is raised. 
Many of the city officehoiders, when assessed 
to help along the Mayoralty fight, don’t care to 
be taxed also for contests in the counties or 
the Gubernatorial election. Probably the 
largest giver to he Grandmother's Fund“ is 
Robert J. Slater, commoaly known as Doc“ 
Slater, the proprietor of the “ swell gambling 
establishment of this city. ‘*Doc” Slater con- 
tributes bandsomely, and consequently is a 
power in Baltimore City politics. He never 
holds any office himself. He prefers to be the 
power bebind the throne. Time has been 
when Doc“ Slater named the man who 
should fill the Mayoralty chair. He bas even 
named the Judges who should try the gam- 
blers and liquor-dealers. Some of Slater's 
power bas gofie. The great reform movement 
of 1882 that elected new Judges to all the 
Baltimore courts was not engineered by 
Slater. Then, too, rival nave 
taken a band and euchred the Doctor“ more 
than once. Still the politicians like to have 
Slater with them. Half of the battle is won 
when he is on their side, Eugene Higgins and 
„Doe“ Slater used to be great friends. Per- 
baps they are still, though possibly not, as 
Slater has not had the ear of Gorman as much 
as he would have liked. ‘**Gene” is Gorman's 
bosom friend. He plays Polonius to Gor- 
man and always thinks and sees things as Gor- 
man thinks and sees them. While Baltimore 
does not glory in a Carter Harrison, it bas a 
third-term Mayor who wants to be elected a 
fourth time. He is a member of the city 
ring.“ He never runs on the reform ticket, 
but with the machine every time. Gen. F. 
C. Latrobe is an able lawyer and possessed 
of,anoble ancestry, but the people are be- 
ginning to think that he has been Mayor long 
enough and ovght to give some of the other 
„ gealots a chance. But Latrobe, like Chi- 
cago’s only Carter,“ never gets enough of a 
good thing. He is in the field again for ro- 
election thistall. He hopes with the aid of the 
‘“‘Grandmother’s Fund” and his good record 
to occupy the Mayoralty for two more years. 
The retorm Democrats will probably unite 
with the Kepublicans to beat Latrobe, but the 
Baltimore Democratic machine, like Chicago’, 
is hard to smash. 

7 METHODISTS EXCITED. - 

There is a flutter in Methodist Episcopal 
Church circles bere over the new departure of 
Grace Church, which has one of the largest 
and wealthiest comgregations in the confer- 
ence. Two years ago the good old-time 
Methodists were similarly disturbed by Mount 
Vernon, the leading M. E. Church of Baiti- 
more, adopting a ritual ot worship. The choir 
was enlarged, grand music from the masses 
was sung, and a cornetist accompanied the 
organ. When this cornetist made his first ap- 
pearance in the choir and gave his introduc- 
tory toot one old elder in a front pew. arose in 
his seat, adjusted his glasses, looked 
up at the choir gallery, and, de- 
bolding the ocorvetist, quickly picked 
up his hat and left the church. He was an in- 
fluential member, and the trustees had great 
difficulty in persuading him to return and bear 
with the cornetist. 

“That organ and highfalutin singin’ was 
bad enough,” said the old man, but when 
they began to introduce a brass band I couldn't 
stand it any longer.“ Mount Vernon Church, 
however, was always a sort of church distinct 
from the conference yet connected with it. 


The congregation always calis its own pastor 
and the conference cannot change him about. 
The conference has always objected to this 
procedure. The ministers would no doubt 
like to each have a chance at the Mount Ver- 
non pastorate, as it paye a magnificent salary 
and furnishes an elegant parsonage. Not so 
much surprise was manifested when Mount 
Vernon Church began adopting forms and 
ceremonies,” but now that Grace Church, one 
of the most important in the conference, 
departs from the old rule, there is consterna- 
tion in the ministry. Last Sunday evening 
there was a vesper service“ at Grace Church. 


| The order of service was printed on programs 


Gistributed among the congregation, and 
minute instructions given in regard to sitting, 
standing, and kneeling. The program was 
similar to the rubrics in the Episcopal Book of 
Common Prayer. This was even going farther 
than Mount Vernon Church. The use of the 
term vesper by a large and influential Prot- 
estant body shows the drift toward cere- 
monialis of a ochesracter hitherto con- 
fined to the Roman Cstholic Church 
and tho ritualistic party in the 
Anglican church. A special vesper hymn was 
sung,com posed by the pastor, the Rev. J. St. Clair 
Neal, one of the ablest ministers in the Mary- 
land Conference. In conversation with THz 
TRIBUNE representative Pastor Neal said that 
he did not think the service was a step toward 
the adoption ofa full ritual, although among 
the different denominations an advance in that 
direction was quite marked. He further said 
that John Wesley bad always used a distinct 
and dignified ritual, so at this was not en- 
tirely a new departure after all.

At 2:20 yesterday afternoon, while the State 
street bridge was crowded with people on foot 
and a line of vehicles including a street-car 
loaded with passengers, the structure was run 
into by the propeller William A. Averill. The 
bridge was struck just north of the centre pier 
on the east side and swung off gear, where it 
stuck fast about half turned, while the pro- 
peller steamed rapidly on up the river as 
though its Captain was not at ali concerned by 
the consternation and destruction his vessel 
had caused.

The 
second time she stopped Capt. L. W. Bailey gave 
the warning bell to the engineer to back. The 
engineer, either disobeying or misunderstand-* 
ing the signal, pushed ahead into the bridge. 
No warning-bell was heard by the people on 
the bridge or by Joseph Nolan, the bridge- 
tender. 

Nolan swore out a warrant before Justice 
Hawkinson for the arrest of Capt. Bailey for 
disorderly conduct. Officer Boid arrested Capt. 
Bailey, and be was turned over to the Harbor- 
Master by Sergt. Bartram. There will prob- 
ably be no case made out against bim, as it is 
pretty clear to atl the witnesses that the Cap- 
tain did his duty in giving the signals. The 
bridgetender also did his duty, as the ball was 
up, and he could not turn the bridge while the 
car was on it. 

The driver of the cer, E. J. Bullert, was seen, 
but his account of the loss of his team was 
given in such incoherent and unintelligible 
terms that the reporter could not use it. He 
seemed inordinately stupid. Conductor A. M. 
Kreger was found much more intelligent and 
gave the facts related abovein detail. By- 
standers said be coolly assisted the women to 
get off his car while it was about to plunge 
into the dirty stream. | 


THE STORY OF THE ACCIDENT. 


The only.person known to have been seri- 
ously injured is Mrs. Amsden, who had her 
ankle broken in jumping off the car. Mrs, 
Amsden resides with ber son-in-law, Mr. 
George M. Love, a traveling salesman, at No. 1 
Hammond street. She and her daughter, Mrs. 
Love, with Mrs. Love’s two children, Fioy, 
aged 14, and a little tot of 3, were on their way 
to the Froebel Kindergarten graduating exer- 
cises at the Church of the Messiah, in which 
the elder child was so participate, at the time 
the accident occurred. A reporter calied at 
Mr. Love's residence last evening. Mrs. Ams- 
den had just bad a visit from her family phy- 
sician, Dr. Parks, who said the bone 
was broken and tne swelling ae 
great to allow of bim setting 
tor twenty-four hours. She seemed to be suf- 
fering spasms of acute pain. Mrs. Love had 
sprained ber foot in jumping off the car, and 
was slightly lame, but otherwise was unin- 
jured. Both the children escaped without a 
scratch, though Mrs. Lowe bad the younger 
one in ber arms and was flung against the braces 
of the bridge when jumping off. Mrs. Ams- 
den is exactly 58 years old today. 

The story of the ocourrence as told by Mrs. 
Amsden, Mrs. Love, and the littie girl is sub- 
stantialiy as follows: 

„We saw the boat coming trom the direction 
of the lake. It must bave been pretty near 
the abutments of the bridge before the street- 
car went on the bridge, and we wondered why 
the car or the boat didn’t stop or what they in- 
tended doing. ‘There were about thirteen pas- 
sengers on car, counting three 
children, and all were -watching the 

it was so near the bridge and 
coming so fast. The tug beside the boat was 
dipping in the water, e tly trying to pull 
back the boat. The sign was up, show- 
ing that the bridge wasshut. We beard no 
bell before we got on the bridge. Immediate- 
ly we got on the bridge the driver lashed the 
horses forward. It was an open car and the 
biinds were down on one side because of the 
sun. We heard people shouting to us to 
jump off. Floy jumped through the blinds 
first, and then all the others jumped off as 
quick as they could. Wesaw the boat dash- 
ing into the bridge and heard the shouts at the 
same time, and we jumped as fast as we could. 
It was all overina minute. Mrs. Amsden was 
the last | to jump off, and the horses 
were still ing slong, so she fell. If 
the driver had jumped off also, and 
let car and dorses go into the river, 
nobody would have been drowned, anyhow. 
The bridge epun around and the boat went 
through on the north side and on towards Clark 
street. The bridgetender was asked why he 
did not open the bridge, and he said he bad had 
it open but a minute before and could not open 
it again. Mrs. Love bad the child in ber arms 
when jumping. She struck the braces, reeied 
a little, but did not fall, The bridge could not 
be turned, aud we went down to the lower part 
and were taken off in a yawl and taken home. 
Dr. Parks got a carriage for us. Some other 
doctors ‘were there. It was thought at first 
Mrs. Amsden bad only sprained her ankie, but 
Dr. Parks found the bone was broken. 

Mr. Love was asked if be intended suing for 
damages.

Russia's Official Press Becoming 
More Outspoken in Regard to 
DOontral Asia. 
Englatid’s Annexation of Bechuanaland 
Causing a Great Stir in Polit- 
ical Circles. 


Spread of Cholera in Spain—Soudan 


Campaigners Want an Investi- 
gation. 


Loxpd®, June 13.—[{Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ple to The Tribune. — Tue latest advices froin 
St. Petersburg show that the official press is 
in@ more outspoken with reference to 
Russia's claims in Central Asia, and menaces 
Eugland with a renewal of hostilities, One pa- 
per predicts an early occupation of Candahdr 
5. English, which, it states, wil be simul- 
taneous with a movement of the Russians on 
Herat. M. Giers bas a daily audience with the 
Czar, and the Government is keenly alive to ev- 
ery bint of an opportunity to take advautag 
of uncovered points. The squadron at Cron- 
stadt, which has been under orders to 
sail for the Pacific, bas been recalled 
and commanded to await further orders in the 
Gulf of Finland. The Czar held a conference 
yesterday with the Commandet-in-Chief at 
Cronstadt, the Military Governor, Admirals 
Sehwartz and Hadd, and Capt. Verkowskti, 
commander of the ironclad Peter the Great, on 
the condition and possibilities of the defenses 
on the Baltic coast. The War-Office officials 
here expect a renewal of the interrupted Lon- 
don expedition via Suakin in in the au- 
tumo, and with this idea they have 
suspended all orders for the re- 
turn of war material from Stakin. 
BECHUANALAND. 

The Earl of Derby, the Colonial Minister in 
the Cabinet of Mr. Gladstone, in anOfficial com- 
munication to the Government of the Cape 
Colony has intimated his approval of the action 
of Gen. Sir Charles Warren in the annexation 
of Bechuavaland. This expansion of the Cape 
Colony excites ah interest in England that is 
subordinate only to the resignation of the 
Gladstone Cabinet, and this interest is 
made even greater by the glow- 
ing descriptions béing published of 
the capacities and possibilities of the new ter 
ritory. The London Times, in describing 
Bechuanaland, says: In territorial extent it 
is much greater than Spain. It is well pro 
vided with wood and contains the best pasture- 
land in South Africa. It will grow anything,” 
says the enthusiastic writer, „from wheat to 
oranges and the finest of grapes. It will fur-. 
nigh besides many thousands of farms for set- 
tlers.“ The Spectator, alarmed apparently at 
the poss.ble outcome of this annexa- 
tion of territory, comments at some 
length upon the subject, and says: 
“In the same week England assumes a pro- 
tectorate over the Lower Niger and Annéxes 
the vast Province of Bechuana. Can anything 
do said now about the rapacjty of Germany in 
Wanting the territory of the Sultan of Vitu, or 
of France in claiming the Congo country?“ 
The Government of the Transvaal Republic are 
incensed at the annexation of Bechuanaland 
to the Cape Colony and will seek an alliance 
with the tribes in Mashunaland just north of 
Beebuana, and will try to foment a war with 
England, in the hope that Bechuana may be re- 
claiméd to the Transvaal territory. 

CHOLERA. 

Today is the anniversary of the outbreak of 
cholera at Toulon, which ten days later ap- 
pearei at Marseilles. A letter from the iatter 
city confirms the belief that the plugue is al- 
ready smoldering in both those towns, but the 
‘authorities do tneir utmost to conceal the fact 
as long as possible. There are also private re- 
ports of its appearance near Perpignan, in the 
Pyrenees, where the people suffered so terri- 
bly last autumn. The epidemic is raging 
furiousig in four provinces of Spain al- 
réady, with a total of nearly 200 deaths. 
It bas broken out if one province 
of Portugal, and that country, France, and 
Italy ate all quarantining vigorously against 
Spain. The belief that Ferran is a fool or 
fraud is growing, and in Madrid it is the actuai 
belief that he has been instrumental in spread- 
ifig the pest. Vaccination for cholera is illog- 
ical, because one attack is no guarantee against 
others, arid last year à considerable proportion 
of deaths in the nospitais was of people who 
had the disease in other years. 

Dr. de la Granja of Boston, who has just 
returned to Madrid from Valencia, where he 
went with a commission and has seen all the 
exrperimente, declares that true Asiatic cholera 
of thé most malignant type rages there, There 
has been 50 to 65 per céht of deaths in seven 
to forty-éigtit hours atter the first attack. He 
estimates the total at 1,500 cases to date. The 
worst cases were in the Village of Burjasot, 
near Valencia. The disease was carried from 
Alcira by workmen who washed their clothes 
ii & stream used for drinking. The 
inbabitanté are poor. Some live 
in caves under bluffs on which lies a grave- 
yard. At first all attacked died; now 70 per 
dent die. Lime is used to destroy the infected 
water, but poverty spreads the disease by con- 
cealing infected cloth nc. Dr. de la Granja 
_ believes Dr. Ferran honest, but his disocveries 
are not ot value. He states that from person- 
al observation inoculation produces no symp- 
toms of cholera, neither in the bowels nor 
stomach, The statistics include all deaths be- 
fore inoculation was begun, hence are totally 
wortblesé. He explains the decrensed death- 
rats among the inoculited by absolute faith and 
consequent absence of fear. There is also great 
increase of sanitary precautions, such as boiled 
Water, steWed fruit, etc. He thinks inobula- 
uon safe by any large subcutanéous injection; 
but the carriage of infected fecal matter to 
new districts for experiments is extremely dau- 
gérous and likely to produce fresh outbreaks. 
Hé regards the use of boiled water and only 
Well-cookéd food as almost cértain propby- 
lactics. He predicts fresh outbreaks in autumm. 
A Washington dispatch says: The Marine 
Hospith! Bureau is Infortned that cholera ex- 
ists in Tunis.

THE DAY ABROAD. 

Senator Edmunds witnessed the scene in the 
House of Commons yesterday, under char 
ot Prot.

The corporation of foreign bondholders is 
sending an agent to Mexico to arrange with 
the Mexican Government for the settiement 
of ita debt to them. 

Russia will consent to a resumption ot diplo- 
Matic relations with the Vatican, providing the 
Pope induces the Catholic Bishops of Poland 
to relinquish the idea of rebstablishing the na- 
tionality of Poland. 

A mail passenger train, while going at a bigh 
rate of specd, broke down today between Mal- 
low and Traiee. No one was killed, and with 
the exception of a few slight bruises the pas- 
séngers escaped injury. 

- The shipment ot rice bas been resumed at 
Shanghal. Li Hung ng, the Prime Minis- 

ter, has informed M. Patenotre, the French 

inister, that China will look to France for aid 
in the construction of railways and other pub- 
lic works. 

The Spanish Government has made earnest 
overtures to England for the reuewal of nego- 
tiations with regard to a commercial treaty 
witb this country. It offers to concede an ex- 
tension of the treaty to whatever date may be 
désired by the British Government. 

The steamer Minia passed the Lizard today 
on her way to the North Atlantic to grapple for 
the ends of the broken Gould cables. The 
poiat of breakage has been located, and is in 
longitude 58°, latitude 47°. The separated parts 
lie therefore in thie deepest part of the Atiantic 
Ocean. The Minia will reach the locality about 
the 26th of June, and with good weather will 
probably complete her work of repairing the 
cables in a week or ten days. 

The breaking up of the Suez Commission 
without pronouncing any definit judgment on 
the question ot international supervision re- 
lie ves the coming Government of a great dif- 
ficnity. The steamship-owners have decided to 
oppose any so:tof international supervision, 
and have also conciuded to try to practically 
boycot the Suez Canal by amending their bills 
of lading so as to enable all steamers to go by 
way of the Cape ot Good Hope in the event of 
the imposition of what they consider undue 
quarantine restrictions at Suez. 

The Spanish Financial Commission in London 
have issued a notice warning the pulic that 
there are large amounts of forged Spanish 
bonds at present in circulation. These bonds, 
the notice states, have been negotiated on 
various Buropean bourses and in the United 

fés. The most noticeable difference be- 
tween the torgéd bonds anc the genuine Span- 
ish securities is said to be the coarseness of 
the outlines and the lack of detailed drawing 
in the embossed likeness of King Alfonso 
which is printed on the former. 

By the comp etion of the Bristol Waterville 
section of « Commercial Cable Company's 
system, which is announced today, the already 
excelent service of this company will de very 
gteatly accelerated. Two distinct routes are 
now opened up, and by means of this new cable 
a direct and—cxcepting a short land section—an 
entire submarine communication between Eu- 
rope and the City of New York is established, 
which will entirely obviate all interruptions 80 
frequently Occurring on the long land lines of 
the old companies between London and Haver- 
ford West and between Wexford and the West 
of Ireland. Where the greatest possible speed 
and accuracy in the transmission ot messages 
are questions of vital importance this inde- 
pendent and reliable service may be confi- 
dently recommended to the telegraphing public. 

A Paria dispatch says: In spite of the warm 
weather the court-room where the Pel trial 
has been going on was thronged today with 
vast crowds, often manifesting the strongest 
aversion and abborrence of the prisoner. 
When the experts were called Pel's ivory-like 
features brightened up, the prisoner often in- 
terrupting the witvesses, and on purely tech- 
nical and scientific points quite holding his 
own with them. After long discussions with 
with M. Hote, the celebrated chemist, and 
with Dr. Brovardel, Pel eke aimed: But 
really, gentlemen, do you seriously believe 
that if 1 had intended to poison all these 
women that I should have used arsenic, which 
every schooihoy knows leaves traces, instead 
of vegetable poisons, which leave none?’’ The 
jury found Pel guilty, and he was sentenced to 
death by the guillotine.

New Tonk, June 18:—[Spectal.}—The inves- 
tigation now proceeding in a New York police 
court into what may be called Jay Gouldism in 
railroad finance deserves careful teporting. It 
is incidenta: to a libel suit brought by certain 
corporanons in which Mr. Gould is largely in- 
terested against the editor of the Wall Street 
Daily News, and the immediate subject of in- 
quiry is the truth or falsebood of the allega- 
tions of that journal touching the financial 
methods of the originators, wreckers, and re- 
constructors’ of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad Corporation. By way of elucidating 
these, the Treasurer, Mr. McWilliams; has 
been put on the stand, and, judging from 
the progress already made with bis examina- 
tion, his four days’, occupancy of the witness 
stand may be expanded to forty without ex- 
hausting the subject matter of his testimony. 
Yet the matter lies within comparatively 
small compass and an essential portion of it 
may be found set forth in the report of the 
Railroad Commissioners for 1888 in a way 
which ought to relieve Mr. McWilliams of a good 
deal of the besitation under which he labors 
in regard to making admissions about the true 
oharacter of Manhattan stock. Ina report 
whose concitisions formed the basis of Gov. 
Cleveland’s veto of the Five-Céent Fare bill 
Messrs. Kernan and Rogers thus described the 
origin of this stock: 

The Manhattan Company, ds a turther considera- 
tion for the general outiook of business for 999 
yéars to come, capitalizéd what would probably de 
left of its earnings (after paying incerest 
on the bonds the lessor companies, 
a 10 per cent dividend 0 eir 
stock, ang an annual  tental of $19 000 
to éach company) at the modést and exact sum of 
$13,000,000. It issued to a trustee for each ¢om- 
pany its two bonds for $6,500,000 each, payable on 
demand, fot the benefit of thé stockholders of the 
lessor companies, with authority to the trustees to 
use the same, if they saw fit, for the payment of 
the Manhattan Company stock at par. The trustees 
immediate! “saw fit,” and paid for tne 

stock of the Manhattan Company 

$13,000,000. The stock thus paid 

was then divided, share for 

sharé, AmOfg the stockholders of the lesser éom- 

panies. This 818.000. 000 of stock, upon which it ts 

claimed the public should pay dividends, is noth- 

ing but Water. So faras it is concerned, it would 

not in justice of Equity justify the charge of 1 cent 

fare beyond an amount sufficient to run the road 
and pay the fixed charges. 

Mr. O’Donneli, the third railroad Comimis- 
sioner, wrote a minority report whose oonelu- 
sions did not greatly differ from those of his 
colleagues, but which was a little more out- 
spoken. In his contribution to the subject 00- 
curs the following passage: | 

The dangers incident to the operation of the 
roads where tracks crossed or were used in com- 
mon was the ostensible reason for the paternal 
care 25 the Manhattan corporation. The real mo- 
tive was selfish gréed, disregarding the public who 
had surrendered the streets and avenues of the 
city to these roids, and who could only Hope for 
cheap farés by an hoheést accounting for the cost 
of their construction. Here we have à railroad 
company—on paper—with but $100,000 capital, not 
a dollar of which Ras ever been used in building 
au road, suddenly. by the magic touch of 
a pen, with $13,000,000 of capital actually 
expended, though not a dollar of is 
vast amount was Me paid into the tréasury. This 
fraudulént aggregation of stock ts only a pyramid 
of water on a pedéstal of transparent fraud. A 
healthy breeze 1 public sentiment would dissipate 
it in the spray of a waterfo ll, and an honest adniin- 
istration of law send its architects to the State 
prison or penitentiary. 

This was sttong language to use in regard to 
some of the leading financiers of New York 
who were parties to the original tripartite 
agreement of 1879. To do Gould justice, he 
was not in this to any appreciable extent, but 
he found big opportunity when thé Manhattan 
directors discovered that they Had agreed 
to pay too much on New York & Metropolitan 
stock, and s0 had the corporation declared 
bankrupt. By the aid of allies in the press, 
on the bench, and in the office of thé Attorney- 
General of the State, Mannattan stock, which 
was yesterday quoted at 96%, was run down 
below 18, the bulk of it being bought in by 
those engaged in thee secret of the great 
“bear” operation. Frightened holders 
bent shaken out, thé corporation was set 
on its feet again, a new agreement 
formed under which the stock dividends of the 
lessor roads were reduced to 6 per cent, aud 
Manhattan stock went at 85 into the conéolida- 
tion of the three companies. It is this piece 
of financial thimblerigzing which is the imme- 
diate object of Mr. McWilliams’ examination: 


A RACY BREACH-OF-PROMISE SUIT.

SUERIFF DAVIDSON'S DOWNFALL 

Sheriff Davidstn's loss of the control of thé 
Irving-Hal!l Organization last night was the talk 
of the day among politicians. It was not alto- 
gether utiexpected, and is regarded a8 4 ro te} 
ral result of Davidson's shortcomings in office 
and other little incidents in his career, sud to 
have been marked by inténse ingratitudé to 
bis political creators and friends. Senator 
Murphy's sarcastic speech of last night was 
freely commented upon. He was one of the 
few who stood by Davidson to the last. 
and was somewhat bitter when’ he 
realized the latter's complete defeat. 
The incident may seriously affect the Senator's 
aspirations for anothér term. He caiculdted 
upon re@lection, but with the strong element 
in Irving Hall and Judge Michael Norton's in- 
fluence arrayed against him he will haves 
hard road to travel. Davidson’s escape from 
removal is reca led by his defeat. It leaked 
Out today that Clevele id having, in return for 
the services of the Sheriff's tollowers at Chi- 
cago andin the campaign, leit the charges 
against Davidson as an beirloom to bis suc- 
cessor, Gov. Hill, the latter finally deter- 
mined to remove the offendmg officeholder 
on the charges, and would bave done 
so only there could not be .found among the 
political magnates of New York a man who 
would give tne beavy bonds required for the 
balance of the term. Thus the mattér was 
permitted to drop. Tim Shea and others who 
contributed to Davidson's early success are 
among those jubilant over his downfa.l. 

WAS IT COUNTERFEITING ? 

A case of considerable magnitude came be- 
fore United States Commissioner Shieldg today. 
It was the arrest of Edward Hal, alias Allen, 
on a charge of forging the notes of a foreign 
nation. Hall called at the engraving establiéh- 
ment of Schultz & Benudum, at No. 183 
William street, a few days ago and asked if 
they could do some bank- note printing for him 
at once. The fr agreed to do the work, 
whereupon Halt produced a steel plate repre- 
senting a $100-note of Elbanco International of 
Guatemaia, Ventral America, and negotiated 
for tweive impressions of the bank-notes, and 
left a genuine bill to guide them in their work, 
say ing t he would cali the following 
mor tor the bills. Messrs. Schultz 
& Berudum, believmg the plate to 
be a counterfeit, consulted the secret- 
service officers, and the result was that when 
Mr. Hall came in smiling this morning be was 
arrested by United States Deputy Marshais 
‘Bible and Jeffery. The prisoner maintained a 
calm demeanor when arraigned and demanded 
an examination, He was taken to Ludlow 
Street Jail in default of $5,000 bull. 

Hall is one of thé most notorious counter- 
feitéré in the United States, and be has also 
carried on his operations in several countries 
on thé other side of the Atlantic. me of bis 
associates have served long terms in prison iu 
different parts of the country. mong them 
were McDonald, Bidwell, and Noyes, and Harry 
Cole, ue diéa in Trentcn Prison a short 
time ago. As far back as 1872 Hall was en- 
gaged in thé business, being mixed up in the 
Union Pacific Railroad bond forgeries, which 
caused such à sensation in Wall street. In 
the following year he and Harry Cole 
* Ol the strret out of about 

$1,000,000 by méans of counterfeit bonds of 

6 New Yor Central and the New York, Hu 
10 lo & Erie Roads. To escape from the conse- 
quences of the Union Pacific case Hall fled to 
Furope, and whilé there, in connection with 
Bidwell, Noyes, and McDonald, relieved the 
Bank of England of héarly £100,000 by the ex- 
ércise of his pecullar art. His first arrest was 
in 1875, when Pinkerton caught him on 
a charge of forging a check in connection with 
William B. Gray, a feliOw-counterféitér. They 
botb were sent to prison for this offense, but in 
1879 Hali turned up again in the Greene Count 
bond case and went to jaliforit. One of his 
last and greatest operations was the counter 
feiting of the scrip of the P iladelphia & Read- 
mg Railroad in 1880, for which de was convicted 
in Reading, Pa., and served a term, which was 
but recently ended.

Bostor, Mass., June 18.—[Special.}—Despite 
the efforts of the Democratic minority in the 
Legisiature, the Police Commission bili bas be- 
come law, Gov.

There is a large 
amount of detail in the office, particularly in 
licenses; The income alone last year from this 
source was about $520,000. The new board 
will be substantially relieved of this vast 
&mount of work and trouble, for there only 
remain some 400 of the 3,000 licenses to be dis- 
posed of. Among the many aspirants for the 
office of Police Uommissioner, the names of 
6x-Mayor Green, Solomon B. Stebbins, Albert 
H. Whiting; and James M. Bugbee are men- 
tioned. | 

NEW HAMPSHIRE POLITICS. 

A correspondent at Concord, N. H., says: 

he events of the last week have demon- 
strated pretty clearly that ex-Secretary Chand- 
ler’s hold on this State is broken. His friends 
ad init it, and claim that hereafter he will act 
more asan independent in the sense that he 
wants to smash the machine: Chandler is nat- 
urally one of those pugnacious men who fight 
well for others, but never get anything for 


themselves when it comes to a contest. 


In the squabble over the Senatorship 
Chandler believed until almost the last 
minute that he stood a chance; but he 
did not reaiize that some who were formerly 
bis best friends were knitting bim. The most 
prominent was ex-Senator Rollins. He and 
Chandler for twenty years have avted together 
in keeping the State in their control. But the 
league is broken, and each one is fortifying 
himself with documents bearing on the other, 
ready for us as soon as their quarrel breaks 
out publicly. Chandler believed that Rollins 
favored him tor Senator, but the truth was 
that Rollins did al be could for 
Blair. This was part of a scheme entered 
into by a syndicate of politicians who 
are afraid of Chandler, and only too giad of 
this opportunity to bumiliate him. Chandler 
scouted the idea when he first beard of it, but 
he believes it now. The poor showing he made 
was due, so.Qis friends say, to his love for the 
Republican party, which prevented him from 
making a row by attacking Biair openly. 
They seek to prove this by the fact that Chand- 
ler would not allow his own paper to say a 
word about the Senatorial fight, por reply to 
the assaults made on bim by paversin Blair's 
interest. He has acted very unlike himeelf, 
and, although mortif; ing, he counsels submis- 
sion and promises to take revenge hereafter. 
There is no way to beal the breach betwecn 
bim and Blair, who knows that, privately, 
Chandler has charged him witb being the paid 
attorney of the Gould-Huntington party, and 
that his vote in the Senate is mortgaged to 
them in advance. Chandler is also at sword’s 
points with Senator Pike, who does not like 
him, and with Congressman Gallmger, 
Chairman of the State Committee. But his 
chief trouble is over Rollins, who ear- 
ries round in his pocketbook mysterious 
memoranda of transactions in past years 
in which Chandler has been concerned. Rol- 
lins never misiays manuscripts which are likely 
ever to émbarrass others. Chandler knows that 
Rollins has these papers showing certain in- 
side workings of politics in this State for twen- 
ty years and their connection with various 
schemes which have interested thé lobby at 
Wasbington in that time.”’ 
ALLEGED SWINDLERS OF PENSIONERS. 

An interesting trial is now in progress before 
the United States Court. Dr. Are] Ames, a 
physician who moved in good circies, was ar- 
rested about a year ago on the charge of ac- 
cepting bribes asa pension examiner. The 
newspapers exposed him and brought the mat- 
ter before the law officers. Aman named 
William J. Mansfield, a dentist by profession; 
was mixed up in the case, and he is being used 
by the Government as a witness against Ames. 
According to bis own showing, Mansfield was 
much the bigger rascal He and Ames 
„ worked the racket” for all it was 
worth, securing as high as $400 from pension- 
ers for pushing theif cases.

THE MICHIGAN METROPOLIS. 


AN INFLUX OF THUGS AT DETROIT ~— A 

SCHOOLMA’AM’S LIBEL-SUIT—GOSSIP. 
Detroit, Mich., June 13.—[{Special.]|—There 
is an influx here of gamblers, blacklegs, burg- 
lars, and thugs. The police say that most of 
them have come from Chicago. Within ten 
days a succession of startling burglaries have 
been committed, the work stamping the burg- 
lars as first-class professionals. The daring 
entry of Judge Brown's house and the thrilling 
pistol-fight that occurred were not the first 
depredations committed, although the most ex- 
citing. The Rev. T. B. Forbush, pastor of the 
First Congregational-Unitarian Church, lives in 
a brick block, joculariy callea * Ministers’ 
row,” at the corner of Second and Henry 
streets. Wheu be was aroused this morning 
he found his bedroom in confusion and 
every evidence that it had been visited during 
the night. A bunch of keys which the Rev. 
Forbush was positive he had left in bis pants 
pocket was lying on the centre-table, while a 
purse containing a large sum of money, car- 
tickets, and papers valued at $400 was gone. 
The watches belonging to himself and wife 
were also gone, as well as some ministerial 
railway passes. The room occupied by Mr. 
Forbush is a second-story front. He retired 
about 11] o' elock last night, and, unfortunately, 
left the window unfastened. He arose at 
4:30 this morning. There were marks 
of bare feet and finger-prints upon the pillars 
ot the veranda and on the window-sill. These 
marks indicate that there were two men en- 
gaged in the work, as fhe imprints are of dif- 
terent sizes, but each those of adults. But 
one room was visited. The police pronounce 
it the work of professional porch-climbers. 
Mr. Forbush’s sermon tomorrow will probably 
be from the text: Thou shalt not steal.“ 

Mr. J. M.“ Farleigh lives in the same block, 
five doors distant irom the Forbush residence, 
During the night he heard a small house- 
dog barking, but gave the noise no attention. 
He retired about 11 o'clock and is positive 
his house was securely closed. This morning 
be found tracks around the veranda and inside 
the house. Nothing was taken, however, and 
Mr. Farleigh believes his immunity from rob- 
bery is due to the dog frightening the burglars 
away. They got in through a trap-door in the 
roof of the house, after vainly endeavoring to 
open the windows. 

The burelers who recently entered the resi- 
dence of John Evaus, on Alfred street, it ap- 
pears from later developments, bad a very 
pleasant nocturnal visit. Before begin- 
ning work they locked the servant- 
girls in their room and then cut 
a speaking-tuwbe used by Mr. and Mrs. Evans to 
communicate with their domestics. They then 
secured what booty they could, visited the cel- 
lar and pantry and prepared a lunch. Several 
bottles of wine and beer were emptied and a

0 DETROIT BRIEFS. 

A syndicate has been formed—in case the 
Government buys the Whitney Opera-House 
—to purchase the Hiram Walker Block, at 
the corner of Fort and Griswold streets, and 
ereot on the site a magnificent first-class hotel 
and opera-house combined. Over $50,000 has 
already been subscribed. The syndicate num- 
bers, among others, Hiram Walker, C. J. Whit- 
ney, and W. J. Chittenden.

It 
was a reply to a published article in the public 
press, and an explanation of official conduct.

However, the case is one of 
those in which a change for the worse, and 
even death itself, might come without warn- 
ing, and it is important for him to bave 
some one at hand who bas experience and 
ability. ‘The General has perfect confidence in 
his physicians, and is as passive in their hands 
as a child. He takes great interest in the pa- 
thology of bis disease, and discusses it freely. 

Dr. Douglas, the active physician in charge, 
is at the house every day. His attention 16 
not solely ot a professional kind, for he has 
formed a real affection for his patient which is 
entirely reciprocated. He treats the General 
with distinguished consideration, and is ex- 
tremely care/ul of his feelings. Notwithstanding 
this, the General is convinced that he will never 
get well. Col, Fred Grant knows it likewise, but

He iooked neither to the 
right nor to the left, and uttered not a word. 
Previous to this Gen. Badeau was sitting in 
the stairs with his face in his hands, crying 
bitterly. * Why, what's the matter, General? 

Badeau burst out 
crying, and between his sobs said: O, don’t 
call me General. There is but one General, and 
he is dying.” .

A GREAT LEGAL FIGHT. 


MANY MILLIONAIRES INTERESTED IN A SUIT 
TO BE TRIED IN NEW YORK CITY THIS 
WEEK. ö 
New Tonk, June 138.—I Special. Forty 

millions as to money and famous millionaires 
as to men are involved in the lawsuit to come 
up in the Superior Court next Tuesday. Ralph 
Bagaley is the plaintiff against the parties con- 
cerned in the South Pennsylvania Railroad en- 
terprise, among whom are W. H. Vanderbilt, 
with some of his sons and sons-in-law, Frank- 
lin B. Gowen, Henry F. Dimock, D. O. Mills, 
Andrew Carnegie, Oliver H. Payne, John D. 
Rockefeller, Abram S. Hewett, and the Beries. 
From the strength and boldness of the on- 
slaught it has been guessed that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad is the real plaintiff, but there is 
no actual proof on that point. The under- 
Standing as to the assaulted syndicate is that 
the project is an effort by Vanderbilt 
to resuscitate and make valuable bis 
investments in the Central of New 
Jersey, tne Reading, and the Nickel- 
Piate by uniting all into a new trunk-line 
through the construction of a railroad called 
the South Pennsylvania to fill the gap. This 
route would have ali the benefits of the Cen- 
tral's terminal facilities in New York barbor, 
the Reading's system at Philadelphia, and the 
Western Maryiand’s at Baltimore; also, the 
western terminals of the Nickel- Plate and the 
Lake Shore. The namesof controliers of great 
iron, oil, coke, coal, and steel industries indi- 
cate a most powerful combination of inter- 
ests. The claim is made that for passenger 
traffic, too, it would be able to get a big share 
of the business. Some say that Vanderbilt 
would transfer his money heavily to this en- 
terprise, and leave New York Centra! a little in 
the lurch. Plausible reasons are given—one 
being that Vanderbilt wishes so get a shorter 
line under control. Work is now being done 
on the South Pennsylvania, with an asserted 
view to completion, according to contract, 
about a year bence. 

The present action at law discloses that in 
1883 about thirty capitalists, some of whom 
are named above, formed the South Pennsyl- 
vania Syndicate ahd agreed to pay $15,000,000 
at the rate of 5 per centa month for the pur- 
chase and construction of the proposed line. 
A son, son-in-law, and employé were a major- 
ity of the managing committee of five. They 
were to pay money to the American Construc- 
tion Company at the rate of $1,000 in cash, 
$1,000 in first-mortgage bonds, and $1.000 in 
stock. A remaining $500,000 was to be used as 
far as necessary in completing and equipping 
the road, aud any remnant distributed among 
the stockholders. The construction company 
contracted with the railroad company to build 
the road for the entire issue of its bonds and 
stock. Practically, then, according to 
the papers of the plaintiff, the rait 
road campany agreed to give $40,000,- 
000 bonds and stock to the syndicate 
for $15,000,000 in money. The construc 
tion company bound itself to complete the 
road. The actual capital of the construction 
company was $2,000, undera New Jersey or- 
ganization, and the stockholders were George 
H. Kent, Charles A. Poole, and Edward L. 
Rogers. The two former are said to be ju Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s employ, and the latter is a broker. 
President Kent of the corporation is aiso Sec- 
retary of the syndicate. The charge is made 
that in case the contract for construction was 
not fulfilled there would be no way to force the 
thing. When 20 per cent had been paidin 
by the syndicate they decided not to distribute 
the bonds and stock until 30 per cent more had 
been received. Mr. Bagaley, the plaintiff, re- 
fused to assent. His position was that he had 
agreed to pay $220,000 before getting bis bonds 
and stock and that now they asked him for 
$550,000. He alleges that the syndicate com- 
mittee loaned about $400,000 to the construc- 
tion company on a mere promissory note, se- 
cured only by a capital of $2,000. The action 
is to wind up the syndicate. The legal strug- 
gle promises, judging by the array of opposing 
counsel, to prove remarkable. 


VANDERBILT’S HOME LIFE. 


HOW THE RICHEST MAN IN AMERICA LOOKS 


AFTER HIS DIET—WHAT HE EATS, 
New York Cook: **Since my boyhood,”’ said 
Mr. William H. Vanderbilt, I have been 
accustomed to plain, wholesome living. To 
my style of living and regular habits I attrib- 
ute my uniformly good health. I have my ills 


and aciees like other men, but I am free from 


spells of sickness. I have tried to think if 
there was one thing that suited my palate more 
than another. I do not believe there is. My 
appetite, asa rule, keeps so good that I can 
eat one thing with quite as much relish as 
another. I was brought up on a farm, you 


know, and I must confess an honest liking for 


good roast beef and roast mutton. I do not 
like either too well done or too rare, for I be- 
lieve in either state they are indigestibie. I 
want them brown, rich, and juicy, and, with 
tLem I like to have served potatoes, white and 
Above all I desire my food prepared 
and served plainly. Grease, spices, and rich- 
flavored condimeuts are not suited to me, and 
I do not believe they are to any person. Ihave 
an idea of my own in this respect, and I am 
convinced it is correct. It is that accustoming 


one’s self to spiced gravies and relishes and 
other things that taste horribly at first is sim- 
ply the cultivation of a vitiated taste. I have 
observed the absence ot clear compiexions and 
bright, sparkling eyes in persons accustomed 
to high living. The rosy color and clear eyes 
and buoyant spirits of persons who live plainly, 
but well witha), convinces me that the simple, 
bountiful way of living is best.’’ 

Mr. Vanderbilt talked of his mode of life 
with as much interest. as be ever talked of 
money, stocks, or railroad. It is true that Mr. 
Vauderbilt lives in magnificence, but he lives 
sensibly. He caiculates to retire at 10 o'clock 
at night, and he rarely misses going to bed at 
that time. He is calied at 7:30 i morning, 
and at 8:30 is at breakfast with his whole fam- 
ily. He usually spends the morning at home. 
Sometimes he goes out before lunch and some- 
times not until after lunch When 
the weather will admit he goes out 
for a drive in the afternoon. The 
drive may be through the park; it may be to Ma- 
comb’s Dam bridge, or it may extend to Fieet- 
wood Park. When Mr. Vanderbilt returns 
from it he hes down in his library for a nap, 
which lasts until the dinner hour. He arises 
refreshed and sits down to the evening meal 
as much to enjoy the conversation with his 
family, whichisan extremely pleasant one, 
as to partake of the viands before him. Mr. 
Vanderbilt always eats sparingly and avoids 
liquids as much as possible. He takes coffee 
sometimes atte: his ainner. Sometimes, how- 
ever, be does not drink if at all. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is an extremely abstemious 
man in every way. He never uses liquor in 
any form. If he is in company where he is 
compelled to take wine be will simply raise the 
giass to his lips. In the first place he bas no 
taste for liquor, and in the second piace his 
physical composition will not admit of indul- 
gence in any form. On account of a slight af- 
fection of the muscies of bis face, persons un- 
familiar with his habits might think that he 
allowed himself to gratify a taste for wine. It 
is notso. When be requires a beverage he 


calls for lemonade, and he likes to have ‘the | 


lemon juice fresh pressed trom the fruit. He 
used to be addicted to the use of tobacco, but 
for thirty years has not touched the weed. 
Mr. Vanderbilt is extremely careful of his 
health, and looks to his eating as much as any- 
thing eise to keep it good.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 14.—([Special.]— 
The venerable and beloved Dr. A. P. Pea 
body, long preacher to the college, will 
deliver the baccalaureate sermon to the 
graduating class at Harvard this after- 
noon. Appleton Chapel will be filled with 
the students and their friends to listen to this 
famous clergyman and eminent scholar. He 
will chose as bis text Nehemiah, v., 2: “I con- 
sulted with myself.“ The best counselor, says 
the preacher, he coula have had this side of 
Heaven. Between Moses and Christ, by far 
the greatest man in Hebrew history is the man 
from whom I have quoted these words. He 
was the restorer of the’Hebrew commonwealth 
after the Babylonish captivity, and carried to 
a successful issue various reformations of a 


vital importance, not merely to the well-being, 


but to the continued existence of the Jews as 


a peculiar, separate people. It was on &con- 
tracted theatre, but be exbibited qualities of 
mind, character, wisdom, discretign, persist- 
ency in the right, a shaping power and con- 
trolling influence over those within bis sphere 
of action far transcending the title to preém- 
inence for which it has been usual to surname 
Kings and Emperors Great.“ He gives the 
epitome of his life when be says: I consulted 
with myself.” By this he did not mean, nor 
do I, that ne failed to seek counsel of the Su- 
preme Infinit Wisdom. On the other hand, 
direct reference to the will and the blessing of 
God is the epilog to every successive scene in 
bis dramatic narrative. 

It has seemed to me that I could not meet 
the present occasion better than by proposing 
to you, wy friends of the graduating class, the 
exampie of tne old Hebrew. There is no need 
of my discussing the question at how early a 
period of life or of education you become 
yourown best counselor. On that point there 
is room for honest difference of opinion. But 
you all are now, as I suppose, legally of age, 
and after commencement you will be no longer 
under authority. 1 would not, however, in 
anything that I say, be understood as bolding 
in light esteem the counsels of those who are 
your fit advisers; but hereufter their advice 
must be foliowed, not because they have the 
right to command, but only so far as that is in 
accordance with reason and with ideal obliga- 
tion. 

There never was atime when there was 80 
much need as now of independence, of reliance 
on one’s own sense of right and duty. It is a 
matter of frequent remark that the modern 
facilities ot communicanon, steam, telegraph, 
and telephone, are extinguishing eccentricities, 
molding communities, men, women, into a de- 
gree of similitude not observed half a cen.ury 
ago, producing an approximate uniformity of 
modes of speech and conduct, and, at many 
points, of opinion also. Wheu I was in college, 
one could bave found a larger number of odd, 
strange, unciassed, unciassable persons, than 
exist now in the entire country. To 
a certain extent this is to be rejoicedin. We 
ought to be glad that there is a diminished 
numbers of persons who do not fit well in the 
circles of society to which they ought to be- 
long. But is there not danger at the same 
time of crushing out indiviauality? Are men’s 
souls their own as they used to be? Are there 
not fewer than formeriy who consult with 
themselves? No one can answer these ques- 
tions better than you can, for public opinion 
is nowhere more exacting or iutolerant than in 
college. It is so, I am glad to know, in many 
cases in which a just sense of bonor is in- 
volved. I fear that is equaily so sometimes 
where there is no justifying cause. Were it 
not so, ours would be an exceptional commu- 
nity. For everywhere else men do act under 
the pressure of surrounding opinion in violation 
of what they regard as expedient, desirable, or 
right. Thus a fashion iu dress or a mode of 
living injurious to comfort or to heaith, if 
backed by high authority, will be followed 
by many against their judgment and with full 
consciousness that they are doing themselves 
serious harm. Thus, also, you will nad many 
men of moderate resources who feel forced to 
adopt for their household régime the style of 
those who have five times as much income, 
and so keep themselves poor, sacrificing need 
to show, and preferring the biame of unpaid 
debts to self-respecting economy. Not a few 
young men are predestined to a life of in- 
solvency, failure, and dishonor because they 
are ashamed at the outset to measure what 
they spend by what they bave, and derive their 
habit in this respect from those who have 
large fortunes, their own or their fathers’, to 
draw from. This is a mistake which, if i¢ be 
once made, will be very bard to reo- 
tify. The ‘extravagance of a college 
course or of a tew early years creates 
wants which hang upon one as a dead weight, 
and cripple; embarrass, and thwart him at 
every step of what eise would have been an 
ascending path to an honorabie career. 

Practices that transcend the outside borders 
of morality often originate in the ascendency 
of position or custom over the individuai’s 
conscience. Where the vicious habit is not 
inherited, the incipient excesses, timid, re- 
:uctant, and consciouslv guilty, that have their 
issue in confrmed intemperances, are indulged 
in simply because the victim dares not take 
counsel with himself lest he should have to 
part company with those with whom he wants 
to remain in fuli fellowship. In like manner 
though the habit of gambling clings, once gained, 
with fatal strength; the first small wager or 
pecuniary stake is laid with a regretful sense 
of wrongdoing because one dreads to make 
even the slightest show of dissent or disap- 
proval. : 

The extent and the suppienessof this social 
conformity shows that it cannot be a merely 
external phenomenon. It indicates souls that 
do not consult with themseives—souls that are 
nothing better tban public property. 

Consult with yourself, but not your whole 
self. You, my friends, do not contain within 
what you call your person—your entire self- 
hood. It is no peculiariy Christian idea, but a 
fundamental trait of human nature to which 
St. Paul gives expression when he says, e 
are members, one of another.’’ There are 
lives, souls, bound 80 intimately with your own, 
so truly a part of yourself, that you would lead 
a maimed life were they taken from you. 
There is a larger circle, which your character,. 
example, uninterrupted influence, permeates, 
bow far and how deeply you may not know, 
but you will see rather by an underestimate 
than an overestimate. There are public inter- 
ests with which you are bound to identify 
yourself, and in which your superior culture 
and the by-no-means obscure position which 
you hope to fill, create for you imperative du- 
ties of large and constantly growing import- 
ance. Consult with yourself, therefore, in 
such a way that you may do for others, for the 
few, the many, the town or city, the State or 
Nation, all the good within your power, ro- 
garding itas a sacred charge from God that 
you muke this vast, diverse, multitudinous 
selfhood of yours the happier and the better 
because it is comprehended in your selfhood. 

Beware of what is commonly termed selfish- 
ness—more properly egoism; and here I do not 
mean that vulgar (so-cailed) selfishness which 
is synonymous witb greed, but equally that of 
& more refined, yet not there!ore higher, order 
which pursues itsown course with no regard 
to the bearing on the general good, makes a 
law which bas no tenderness for teebie con- 
sciences, no scrupie in doing what may betray 
weaker souls into wrong. |

If the sea is 
heavy you will have to remain on the steamer 
until you can land. From Aumle to Peri 
Bazar there is a row or sail three to five 
hours over the Mord Aub. Fan Peri Bazar 
to Resht you go by horses or carts. If any one 
of our missionaries meets you at Anzile he will 
know bow to provide for your comfort. Either 
have one of them meet you, or write now, at 
least two weeks before you leave New York, to 
the English Consul, Mr. Finn, at Resht, Persia, 
orto the Russian Consul there, who wili be 
glad to entertain you, and can do it well, They 
are delightful people and will do all they can 
for you. If you want one of our Teberan mis- 
sionaries to meet you, then write at once to 
Dr. W. W. Torrence, the physicianof the mis- 
sion, or to the Rev. J. L. Potter. He did not 
get Mr. Benjamin's letter until the day he ar- 
rived, and so could not get to Anzile to meet 
bim. 

“The Shah usually sends an officer of the 
court to escort the Minister to the Capital; but 
itis a torm and expensive; do not depend on 
the Persians to provide for you, for it is ex 
pected that you will pay just the same as if 
you made your own arrangements. From 
Resht to Casveen, 125 miles, itis necessary to 
go by caravan. You will need for your wife a 
taktraven (a sort of palankeen), and for the 
children you will need cajovehs. At Casveen 
you can obtain post-horses and wagous. but I 
would not rely ou these, but should have sent 
carriages to meet me from Teheran. There ig 
a guod post road from Casveen to Teheran, a 
distance of about 100 miles. In all Persia it is 
necessary to carry your own beds, bedding, 
bedsteads, cooking utensils, and table furni- 
ture, and all delicacies in the way of food and 
drink. | 

Nov. as to the cost of the travel; that de- 
pends on the style of living, and there is some 
difference in hotels. We usually reckon from 
London to Teheran about 250 for an adult. 
passage from New York to Liverpool from £15 
to £20, first-class, in the best steamers. All 
freight should be sent via Trebizond, Tabriz, 
and Teheran, or by Bushire. It should be 
shipped six months before it will be wanted 
in Teheran. It should be packed in boxes 
which, when full, will not weigh more than 150 
or 125 pounds. On some railroads in Europe 
children over 4 years of age are charged full 
fare. I succeeded in getting two children, 12 
and 8 years old, through at half rate most of 
the way. Children under 4 are not charged 
railroad fare. 
pay full fare. 

The transportation of baggage is very ex- 
pensive in Europe, and therefore we send all 
heavy vaggage by freight, as J bave suggested 
above. It is, of course, necessary to take a 
trunk or two with one, and the less baggage 
there is so much less will the expense be. If I 
were you I should want at least £100 tor each 
adult to provide tor u expense of 
travel, and allow $25 for freight on every box 
sent of not more than 150 pounds weigbt. 
Children over 12 years of age should be reck- 
oned as adults. 

“IT have here given you the present most 
usual route. But you can go via Rerlin, St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, and Nigni-Novgorod, and 
thence by steamer down the Volga to Astra- 
kan. At Astrakan there is a reshipment on 
barges to cross the delta of the Volga as far 
as to Ninefoot. Ar that point passengers are 
transferred from the barges to steamers of the 
Caucasus and Mercury Line. The expense is 
not much greater, except one stop long at the 
hotels in St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

Another route is by steamer from Liver~ 
pool to Constantinople and Batoum. But this 
is now somewhat dangerous on account of 
cholera. You will reed to inquire about the 
prevalence of cholera in Europe and along the 
Black Sea, and if it prevail in the“ seaports of 
the Biack Sea, then avoid them by taking the 
northern route. If you are in haste go to Ber- 
lin, Warsaw, Smolensk, Tzaritzin; the last- 
named place is on the Volga, thirty-six hours’ 
steam above Astrakan. If cholera prevails at 
Calais you can cross the English Channel to 
Rotterdam, and can have continuous rail to 
Tzaritzin. There is no great difference in ex- 
pense of routes. From Berlin to Tzaritzin it is 
four days’ continuous ride and no good place 
to rest. There is a young Persian who came 
with me now in New York. He speaks En- 
glish, French, and Persian. It is possibie that 
he might like to return to Teberan if you cared 
enough for his services to pay the expenses 
of bis — 

“ Second— cost of living in Teheran. 
The cost of living for a missionary is very dif- 
ferent from that of a United States Minister. 
The British Minister receives $25,000 and per- 
quisits, The Russian receives nearly as much. 
The Austrian and French receive also large 
salaries. Mr. Benjamin rented a house owned 
by a European. The rental was about $700 per 
annum. The summer residence is owned by a 
Persian, and the rental $400 for the season. 

‘“* Third—As to society: the religious eiement 
aside, the society is quite as good as you will 
find anywhere. There are no English schools, 
and Ido not know of any one to teach your 
children. Mrs. or Mme. Mottes did teach En- 
gliah and French, but I think it probable that 
her domestic duties may now prevent her doing 
so. Most Europeans send their children to 
Europe for education. There is a library in 
H. B. M. Legation, also in the Government of 
India’s telegraph offige. The climate is mild. 
and even hot in summer. Prevalent diseases 
are fevers. Exposure to sun must be 
avoided with great care. Wi ordinary pre- 
cautions the climate may be said to be heaith- 


ful It is less healthful for young children 


than for adults. There are some tair roads 
about Teheran, and carriages are common.

QUARANTINING AGAINST TEXAS CATTLE. 

Speaking of the -quarantine regulations 
against Texas cattle in Kansas, Colorado, 
and Wyoming yesterday, Thomas Sturg is of 
Wyoming, Secretary of the American Cattle- 
Breeders’ Association, said that as a re- 
sult a larger number of cattle will be 
shipped to Chicago and sold, instead 
of being disposed of in the adjoining Ter- 
ritories than there otherwise would bave been. 
At Cheyenne quarantine yards costing $10,000 
bad been erected, but out of 5,000 cattle re- 
ceived since the Governor’s proclamation only 
300 bead from dangerous districts had been 
beld. No case of pleuro-pnéumonia had been 
discovered among the cattle. Of the cattle 
business in Wyoming Mr. Sturgis said the calf 
crop was the best for some years, and the sum- 
mer promised a good year. 

A NEW KINDERGARTEN. 

One week from today the corner-stone will 
be laid, at the corner of McGovern street and 
Milwaukee avenue, of a school-building which 
is to be the future bome of a kindergarten de- 
voted to the interests of the chiidren in that 
vicinity.

CHANGED HANDS. 
THE “*EVENING MAIL” BECOMES THE 

ERTY OF CLINTON A. SNOWDEN AND 

HATTON. 

The Evening Mail passes tomorrow morning 
into the possession of Messrs, Clinton A. 
Snowden and Frank Hatton, who will enter 
forthwith upon its management. The transfer 
of the property was consummated yesterday 
by Mr. Snowden, who has been in the city for 
several days, presumably for that purpose. 
Mr. Hatton arrives from Washing- 
ton today. Neither of the new 
proprietors is a stranger to Chicago 
or to the journalistic protession. Mr. Snow- 
den, having graduated at the Chicago Univer- 
sity, became successively reporter, city editor, 
and managing editor of the Times when under 
the control of the late Wilbur F. Storey. He 
left the Times to assume an editorial position 
on the Washington National Republican. Here 
he met Mr. Hatton; who was President of the 
Republican Company, and, until his ap- 
pointment by President Arthur as First 
Assistant Postmaster General, an active 
participunt ia its editorial conduct. 
The two labered together untii, upon Judge 
Gresham's appointment to the bureau of the 
Treasury, Mr.. Hatton became Postmaster- 
General and geased to be a working member of 
the Republican: staff. Mr. Snowden, mean- 
while, left Washington for New York to become 
managing editor of the World, a position which 
he held during the first’ four months of 
Joseph Pulitzer’s ownership. He then re- 
turned to Washington and to bis connection 
with the Republican. 

The Ma is of multiple and somewbat mixed 
origin, and hitherto has wielded its influence 
in the direction of the four winds. Under the 
new management it will, presumably, be added 
to the list of Republican papers. The late 
proprietor, Mr. E. C. Stevens, is understood to 
bave been a protégé of Postmaster-General 
Vilas: He had lately emerged with a colle- 
giate education and considerable of bis father’s 
money from the Wisconsin University at the 
time he purchased the old Press and revamped 
it into the Mail. N

AN INTERESTING POINT OF LAW. 

In September, 1882, Helen L. Howe, while 
driving along Michigan boulevard, came in 
contact with an obstruction, was thrown out, 
broke her leg, and received other injuries. 
She brought suit against the city and the South 
Park Commissioners tor damages. The City 
Attorney aied a plea setting forth that the 
street had been turned over to the Park Com- 
missioners, and that the city was uot liable for 
any accident occurring upon it. Judge An- 


‘thony has just held the plea to be good, and 


that the city is not liabie for any injuries re- 
ovived on the boulevard by reason of defects 
in the street or sidewalk. The same law also 
applies to accidents on Wasbington boulevard. 
TENEMENT-HOUSE INSPECTION. 


The Tenement-House Inspectors examined 
last week 1,050 dwellings, containing 9,398 
rooms, occupied by 2.374 families of 10.586 
persons, serving 545 notices and abating 480 
nuisances. The improvements made were 
these: Drains built, 47; drainage repaired, 
55; plumbing repaired, 91; ventilation ap- 
plied to rooms, 7; filthy premises cleaned, 15; 
vaults cleaned, 250; traps supplied, 50; catcb- 
basius cleaned, 86; rooms whitewashed, 124; 
misceslaneous, 130. Eigbt suits were brought 
for violations of the health ordinance.

About $5,000 in exe- 
cutions were charged against him, and when he 
resigned in August, 1883, he made re- 


turns on  balf—‘**Suspended” and No 
goods found.” A month ago he made 
similar returns on tbe balance. In 1882, 


he reported collected lees than $450. His suc- 
cessor, Mr. Kelly, took in during one quarter 
in 1883 more money than Wha.en turned in for 
the remainder of the year; and in 1884 Kelly 
collected $1,800. It is rather singular that, 
when bailiff, Whalen took in only about $30 a 
month, while his successor picks up over $100. 
Such a careless man as Whalen will not make a 
very good Treasury agent. 


STEALING QUOTATIONS. 

A MEMBER OF THE BOARD CAUGHT IN TRE 
ACT OF SIGNALING THEM TO A CONFEDER- 
ATE. 

Another ingenious scheme to capture quota- 
tions in advagce was ueatiy upset by one of 
the officers of the Board of Trade yesterday. 
The men holding-visitors’ tickets to the floor 
are now so well watcbed that it has become 
necessary that the inside signal work should be 
done by amemoer. A young and enterprising 
member has stood in the most artless manuer 
on the west side ot the wheat pit for tne last 
two days. Hessemed to be intent upon the 
trading alone, and ever and anon his 
left hand which held a trading card, 
would in apparent innocence wander up 
to the level ot his bat, while at other intervuais 
bis richt hand would compiacently stroke bis 
rigbt cheek. No one around would have sus- 
pected for a mOment that there was any guile 
in such patural-looking movements of the 
hands, but the eagle eyes of an officer who is 
up to the busivess took in the situation. A 
little observation showed that a rise of an 
eighth in the market was followed by a rise of 
the trading ticket in the left hand, while a fall 
in the market eaused the right hand to seek 
the corresponding cheek. Further observation 
showed that the young member's position at 
the side of the wheat-pit placed him in 
a direct line with the convenient, fur- 
tnést north, top window of the Open Board 
Building, which has been the favorit lookout of 
the arch-quotation-stealer since he was 
bounced from the board some ten days ago. 
The interior of the room was concealed from 
view by a yellow blind, through an irregular 
hole in which the quotation- grabber behind 
could plainly discern the signals of his friends 
beside the wheat-pit. 

When the guilt of the latter was fully estab- 
lished he was suddenly pounced upon by Mr. 


J. M. Ball, the Chairman of the Comniit- 
tee on Market Reports, who adminis- 
tered a pretty sharp rebuke, and 


warned the youth to quit the business 
before it brought him into further mischief. 
The erring member denied bis guilt, but was 
piainly told that it would not be safe to do it 
again. Ere the representatives of the board 
could reach the upper chamber in the Open 
Board the wily occupant, seeing that his game 
was blocked, bad fied. It is believed that as 
soon as he received the signaled quotations he 
at once sent them down to another confederate 
on the floor of the Open Board by the speak- 
ing-tube in the room, or by some private 


wire, or adjacent telephone. The bird 
that bad flown’ retired to dis usual 
roost—an adjacent lunch-counter—and 
remarked to another fellow-worker: 


That infernal bole in the curtain was a dead 
give-away. If it had only been smaller them 
* officers wouldn't have got onto me 860 
Slick.“ 

„Gus“ Nohe, the ducket-shop keeper who 
has for some time run the subterrauean grain 
and oil shanty next door to the Open Board, has 
decided to quit the business and mend his 
ways. He now proposes to enter the field of 
legitimate trading, and has made his truce with 
the Quotation Committee of the Board of 
Trade. He , before the com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon and informed 
tnom that he had given up the bucket-shop 
business and would make application to be ac- 
cépted as a correspondent of the board. In 
the course of a long communication which be 
sent to the committee some days ago he stated 
that he meant to quit forever bis old ways, and 
would fight for the interests of the board with 
as much ardor as be had brought to bear in 
championing the bucket-sbops. Nohe is the 
man wh is supposed to have sup- 
plied the board’s quotations to the city 
bucket-shops when the latter were cut 
off at the beginning of May. He 
is an old telegraph man and bas the reputation 
of being an unusually smart feliow. It is 
pretty generally believed that com mittee 
will receive his application favorably, prefer- 
ring to have him as a friend than to fight him 
as a foe.

The dimensions of the lot on the northwest 
corner of Calumet avenue and Gano street re- 
vently sold for $7,000 were 50x150 feet. Mr. 
Taylor of the firm of Thompson & Taylor is the 
purchaser, and he will improve the lot at once 
with a bandsome residence, somewhat similar 
in exterior design to the Libby House, corner 
of Thirty-fourth street and Michigan avenue. 

The trustees of the Carter estate have con- 
tracted with 8. E. Gross & Co. for the manage- 
ment of the subdivision and sale of the forty- 
five acres at the intersection of Division street 
and California avenue, fronting on Humboldt 
Park and boulevard. A petition has been 
signed by a large majority of the owners for a 
street railway On Division street to the park, 
and the road wili be built this season. 

There is a panic among the rats of the rook- 
ery. The work of tearing down this old pal- 
ace of the city government began the first of 
the week, and it is rapidly going to pieces. 

The real-estate man who gets a custower for 
a very valuable piece of property considers 
himself in luck. The commission is a band- 
some item, and sometimes an agent can do a 
good moath's work in a few days, but there is 
in most cases a deal of hother and disappoint- 
ment in handling these big properties. A sale 
has almost gone through, atter weeks of nego- 
tiation, when it is discovered that there is 
some serious objection to the property, and 
there is a failure or another long period of la- 
bor. With the small properties it is different. 
The small buyer who is seeking a home or a 
lot asks the price and then at once takes it or 
rejects it. There is no fuss about it and no 
long negotiation. Some houses in this city 
have made a good many of these sales this 
year, and regard that branch ot the dusiness 
as im many respects preferable to the hand- 
ling of the larger properties. They often make 
several sales of that sort in a day, ana the com- 
missions count up iu the course of a year. 

The owners of property on Fulton street, 
New York, from Broadway to the East River, 
among whom are James Gordon Bennett, F. W. 
De Voe, and Daniel C. Robbins, and also own- 
ers of property on Broadway., between Bleecker 
and Cedar streets, who include the Mutual Real 
Estate Association and others, object to the 
assessed valuation of their premises as made 
by the Commissioners of Taxes, and for the 
purpose of having such valuation reviewed, 
have procured writs of certiorari from Judge 
Donohue of the Supreme. Court. The appli- 
cants own property worth about $1,000,000 on 
Fulton street and nearly $3,000,000 on Broad- 
way. The Fulton street property-ow 
Say that the value ot the p has 
‘Deen greatly reduced because the 
operation of the Brooklyn Bridge, whereby the 
traffic upon Fulton street has been lessened. 
They say that in April, 1883, people crossed 
Fulton Ferry to the extent of 1.800, 000, where- 
as in April, 1885, only 1,040,000 people crossed 
the ferry. The Broadway property-owners set 
forth an almost similar state of facts, and in 
addition say that the valuation of their prem- 
ises should be reduced because their property 
has decreased in value by reason of business 
depression and the departure of business from 
the locality of their property, and also because 
large reductions in rentais have been made by 
necessity, and that tenants cannot be procured 
even at such reduced rentals. It is alleged 
that in some cases the rents of property in 
Broadway during the last year have depre- 
ciated from 10 to 40 per cent. 

Some persons having interest in their neigt- 
bors’ affairs are watching the movements of 
three capitalists who are supposed to be trying 
to pick up property on Michigan avenue be- 
tween Twenty-sixth and Thirty-first streets. 
Certain lyux-eyed brokers have, it is said, 
been employed to conduct a still-bunt. It is 
not believed that they have yet run down any 
of their game. 

The unique structure recently started by 
Bryan Lathrop on Dearborn and Van Buren 
streets and Third avenue is completed. It is 
an attractive building, and until the owners of 
the property are ready to put upthe higher 
and mere ambitious building that they contem- 
plate it will be a good location for shopkeepers 
whose interests lie in that part of the city. 
The main features of the building are the large 
display of glass, which is made possible by car- 
rying the roof on columns back of the street 
line, and the comparatively new ideaof mak- 
ing atemporary improvement as ornamental 
and attractive as a permanent building, and, as 
nearly as possibie, fire-proof, through the use 
of hollow tiles and iron laths. 

The company of capitalists and prominent 
citizens that was organized not long since for 
the purpose of erecting model tenement-houses 
in the lower part.of New York City has about 
perfected its plans, and will soon execute them. 
The President is Joseph W. Drexel; Vice- 
President, Oswald Ottendorfer of the Staats- 
Zeitung; Treasurer, Jacob Scholle; and Secre- 
tary, R. A. Seligman. The aim of the com- 
pany will be not only to erect model houses in 
which the very poor may find comfortable ac- 
com modations, but also to displace at the same 
time many of the rookeries which at present 
disgrace the city and the very name of civiliza- 
tion. The enterprise is not to be, in any sense, 
a charity. The stock is expected to pay a fair 
interest, but dividends are limited to 4 per 
cent, any surplus being constituted a reserve 
fund for the benefit of the tenants, who will 
share in it according to the amount ot rent 
they have paid. Rents will probably range 
from $8 to $14 per month for two or three 
rooms.

An _ incident of his 
life not generally known is cited 
by Col. Fred Grant to support their belief. All 
the Grant family, have died of consumption for 
generations. When Gen. Grant left West Point

bought a saddle horse, and took to the woods. 
For six months ora year be did nothing but 
ride horseback in the woods.

Py CARL SCHURZ IN A NEW ROLE. 
When Carl Schurz, a short time ago, was au- 
nounced to be the agent of the foreign bond- 
holders ot the Buffalo, New York & Philadei- 
phia Railroad there was no little wonderment 
that a man who was neither attorney, practical 
railroad manager, nor financier. should be se- 
jected for such a position, in view 
of the reo sohemes pend- 
ing. The foreign bondholders have 
headquarters at Frankfort-on-the-Main. They 
hold in the syndicate about $8,000,000 of the 
$25,000,000 of first mortgage securities. Henry 
Millard, who is/ in Germany, is understood to 
have been mental in securing Schurz’s 
appointment.”

AN ANEBUDOTE OF STANTON 

Gen. Grant, in bis biography, refers toa 
meeting at Louisvilie with Edwin M. Stanton, 
when the Secretary of War bad such a cold 
that Grant expected him to die. Ex-Senator 
Learned of Massachusetts relates the sequei of 
that meeting in an interesting way. Mr. n- 
ed was at that ti President of the Ohio & 
Mississippi Rall Wen Stanton left Louis- 
ville he went to Jeffersonville on bis way to 
Indianapolis. He was met there by Mr. Learn- 
ed, who had gone there to see about the trans- 
portation of troops. A car was set aside for 
the Secretary of War. It bad been uged by 
troops ana was somewhat filthy. The hose was 
turned on to ite floors, and it uncerwent a 
thorough scrubbing. In the big stoves at 
either end huge fires were built. 
it was bitter cold weather, and the 
car was a long time getting a comfortable tem- 
perature. Mr. Stanton, Gen. Anson Stager 
(since dead), and Mr. Learned and bis wife oc- 
cupied the car. Mr. Learned says that be never 
saw a man travéling In worse condition than 
Stanton, who had a congestion that was rapidly 
closing in on him with ‘a death-grip. He went 
over and said to Stanton: Mr. Secretary, I 
presume as head of the War Department and 
chief of its allopathic médical branch, you 
would not feel at liberty to accept relief out- 
sido? : 

I don’t understand,” said Stanton. 

„Well, I've been a bomeppathbist for twenty 
years, and I know you are a sick man. It you 
will permit me, I think my wife bas ber pack- 
age of medicines along and that I can prescribe 
for your relief.“ 

„What would you give me?“ 

„I think you should have stibium.“ 

What is that?“ 

The first preparation of tartar emetio.“ 

Then the Senator told the story of old Dr. 
Grey, who always prescribed stibium, and bad 
once said he expected to have inscribed on his 
tombstone, He prescribed stibium and died.“ 
Stanton said: I don't know about stibium, 
but I think tarter emetic would do me good.“ 
Mr. Learned gave him doses every ten minutes, 
finally lengthening the doses to half an bour. 
At Seymour Mr. Stanton was much re- 
lieved, but Mr. Learned to go 
on to Indianapolis. Just before reaching 
that city he got a dispatch which he told the 
Senator required his presence at Washington 
as soon as be could get there. Mr. Learned in- 
sisted that he would endanger his life by at- 
tempting the trip in his condition. Human 
life is nothing iu times like these.“ was Stan- 
ton’s mesponse. He asked for the bottle of 
stibium and declared his intention of going on 
to the Capital. The bottle was given to Gen. 
Stager, with instructions to lengthen the 
periods of doses to two hours unless the con- 
gestion should grow worse, when they were to 
be shortened. Stanton went on to Washington 
under this treatment and recovered. Months 
afterwards he told Mr. Learned that he consid- 
ered himself indebted to Mrs. Learned’s 
homeopathic medicine case for bis life.

ANOTHER TILT FOR SPOILS BETWEEN THE 
VICE-PRESIDENT AND CONGRESSMAN BY- 
NUM-—INTERESTING ITEMS FROM INDIAN- 
APOLTS. 

InDIaNAPOLIG, Ind., Jude 13.—[Special.|—

Viée-President Hendricks and Congressman 
Bynum are at it again, tooth and toe-nail, The 
famous controversy aver the Postmastership 
cannot have been forgotten. Evidently it did 


Voorhees, who united on a candidate for Col- 
lector of the Port. Bynum’s man was ap- 
pointed, and this. seemed to give him courage: 
The office at stake now is a membership on the 
Board of Pension Review.

W. W. Curry represents Indiana on this organ- 
ization, and Mr. Bynum thinks that R. W. Med- 
kirk should be paid for his services in uniting 
the Greenback and Democratic forces last fall 
by bestewing upon bim this appointment, Os- 
tensibiy he is urging it on the ground that 
Medkirk is a soldier and a lawyer. The other 
man is E. C. Buskirk. He made the welcoming 
speech to.Hendriéks on the occasion of 
the recént serenade to him on his return 
home, and it is to pay that debt that Hendricks 
is engage in supporting him. Buskirk was 
once elected Judge of the Criminal Court here, 
and spent the first yearor so of his term in 
New York attending law lectures. It is charged 
against him by the other crowd that he is unfit 
for the office, and the fact that this charge is 
pending has been brought to Mr. Hendricks’ 
attention. He is at least as good a lawyer as 
Medkirk. While there is not the National in- 
terest centering in this contest that marked 
the post-office struggle, locally the issue is 
awaited with anxiety as tending to determine 
just what influence the Vice-President has with 
the Administration. - 

The tzuit of the survivors of the Indiana 
Banking Company against John C. Wright and 
J. C. New, ex-officers of the oid First National 
Bank, is dragging its slow length along. So far 
but two witnesses bave been examined, Messrs. 
Davis and hetcbam of the Banking Company. 
It developed on cross-examination that Mr. 
Morrison, deceased, whom these witnesses tes- 
tified purchased defendaut's stock for the 
Banging Company, was aware of the Slaughter 
and Miller defaications, as was shown by a 
memorandum io Morrison’s handwriting. Wit- 
nesses declared they knew nothing of these 
shortages until after the purchase. It 
was also shown that nearly if not all of an item 
of about $110,000, claimed by plaintiff as being 
worthless assets, was good. In addition to 
their other defenses Messrs. New and Wright 
pleaded the statute of limitations. The suit was 
brought Feb. 25, 1884, and they claim that the 
transaction was closed Feb. 22, 1878. Plaintiffs 
insist that it was not until Feb. 28, 1878, that 
the trade was consummated, This may be the 
vital point in the case. 

The State Board of Equalization meets next 
Monday to assess railroad property and to tabu- 
late the county-tax duplicates. State-Auditor 
Rice predicts a decrease Of dt least $100,000, 000 
in the total valuation from that of 1880, when 
it was $860,000,000, by reason of the deprecia- 
tion in values and the consequent necessity of 
an increase of the tax levy. On the other 
hand, Deputy State Treasurer Conner hoids 
that chere will be an increase of valuation. He 
thinks Indiana farming-land is growing more 
and more valuabie every year, and, in addition, 
there is an appreciabie gain in the number of 
acres of swamp-land . reclaimed. However, 
there is no doubt there wil: be quite a reduc- 
tion in the appraisement of railroads, which 
footed up $55,000,000 five years ago.

Trade Displeased with Mr. 
Vilas’ Action. 


The Opposit View Entertained, How- 
ever, by Officials of Foreigu Steam- 
ship Companies. 


Opponents of Subsidies Well Pleased with 
the Decision of the Postmaster- 
General. 


New York, June 13,—/Special,|—Post- 
master-General Vilas’ action in regard to the 
mail subsidy meets with much disapproval 
from American shippers, especially those 
whose boats run to Southern countries, where 
the cost of transportation is much more than 
across the Atlantic or Pacific Oceans. Mr. 
Sydney W. Rowell of the Bram line said this 
morning: * 

„Mr. Vijas’s action has the flavor of foreign 
patronage. I do not know what action will be 
taken by our company. The official records 
last year Gow that we received an average of 
$157.46 per trip. On those trips we have 
to make seven stops to unload the mail, 
making an average of $22.49 ver stop. With 
the great cost for unloading, which implies 
chartering boats and paying cartage, it costs 

All 
this is done for the privelege of leaving a 
United States port and of carrying tne Stars 
and Stripes. If we carry the mails we are 
compelled to take every stranded scaman home 
who bas the Consul's certificate of his being 
unable to pay his passage at the Government 
price of $10. A separate room has to be used 
for stowing the mail-bags, and extra care must 
be taken in case of fire or ship- 
wreck. Although the Postmaster-General 
says that no risk is run by 
the ship-owners, ahd no guarantee is given to 
insure a safe delivery of the mail, let a bag be 
lost and see what amount of damage the postal 
authorities will demand. Congress recommends 
that the lowest bidder shall receive the mail 
carrying contract, but the Postmdster-General 
has done away with that recommendation and 
compels the steamship companies to take 
charge of the mail at the same freif&ge as any 
other cumbersome freight.“ 

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE QUESTION. 

Mr. R. J. Cortis, agent of the White Star 
Line, agreed with the Postmaster-General's 
view of the matter. He said: 

“Mr. Vilas is domg the best that he can 
to lessen the expenses of his department. His 
view of the matter is a correct one. American 
steamship owners are trying to get a higher 
price for carrying the mail than vessels ot 
other nations require. The English, French, 
and German ships can take the mail as well as 
the Americans, and at a small cost. This Mr. 
Vilas knows, and his action is hased upon that 
ground.” | 

Mr. J. B. Houston, President of the*Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, said: 

We have not received any official informa- 
tion as to the published account of the Post- 
master-General’s action, and until then, in 
justice to the Pacific Mail Steamship Compahy 
and to the Postmaster-General, it would be 
unjust for me to make any criticism.” 


OPPONENTS OF SUBSIDIHS PLEASED, 

‘WASHINGTDN, D. C., June 13,—[Special.]— 
The opponents of subsidies will be pleased 
with the decision of the Postmaster-General to 
avail himself of the option in the law not to 
spend the $400,000 appropriated by the last 
Congress for the transportation of the ocean 
mails. The Congressmen who wished to vote 
a subsidy without daring to directly do so, and 
who did not put a mandatory direction in the 
law, have discovered their mistake. They will 
doubtless insist, however, that the Administra- 
tion has violated tne law and deteated the in. 
tention of Congress in declinmg to expend tbis 
money. In that charge the Congressmen are 
possibly correct. There is not the slightest 
doubt that it was the intention of the majority 
of the two Houses, which. carried this bili 
through, that this money shouid be expended. 
The language leaving it discretionary with the 
Postmaster-General was merely formal.

White'aw Reid’s second visit to this coast may 
result in the discussing the Chinese 
question with knowledge of the subject, as 
Reid has paid a visit to Chinatown and seen all 
the foulneds of the quarter in which the little 
brown man lives. Neither Haskell of the Bos- 
ton Herald nor Dana of the Sun, while here a 
couple of years ago, accepted the invitation to 
familiarize themselves with the manner of life 
of the Chinese, and thus both escaped becom- 
ing converts to the sentiments of the so-called

There was quite a scene in Judge Toohey’s 
court this morning when Spreckels’ attorney 
called the court’s attention to the fact chat che 
Chronicle had published an editorial from a 
Chicago paper relating to Spreckels’ case, and 
the learned counsel expressed his opinion that 
it was a case of contempt of court. The Judge, 
however, differed with the attorney, caution- 
ing the jury not to‘read articles bearing oh the 
case, at which a juror stood up and admitted 
he was in the habit ot reading the papers 
daily. It was a surprise to everybody that a 
man of that kind had got on the jury, as the 
rule is to select persons who don’t read the 
papers. Glaus Spreckels is likely to get into 


difficulty because of bis reckless charges made 


under oath but entirely unsupported by evi 
dence, 

Fruit-growers in this State are in a dilema, 
having raised big crops but not a correspond- 
ing market. The local market is overstocked, 
finest cherries selling at 80 cents per box, and 
the canneries also are glutted; shipment East 
scarcely pays, as a car-load rate is $600 to Chi- 
cago, which is entirely too high. The number 
of fruit-bearing trees will four years hence be 
ten times as great as now, and unless new 
markets are opened growers must either cut 
down trees or let the fruit rot upon the 
ground. 

The Board of Supervisors have fixed a tax 
levy for the ensuing fiscal year at nearly $1.05 
upon the valuation of $200,000,000. Both 


political parties were pledged to this low 


rate, which gives the city about $2,100,000 
to run all departments. The city re 
ceives from the State $800,000, but the total 
amount is admitted to be inadequate, as the 
school, fire, and police require collectively 
$1,500,000. The result of this penvfrious policy 
makes itself felt in various ways, the chief of 
which is want of sanitary precaution. 

Deaths the last month numbered 512, just

THE INSTITUTION LOCATED AT MANSFIELD 
TO BE ONE OF THE FINEST IN THE COUN- 
TRY. 
MANSFIELD, O., June 13.—[Special. |—This 

town is happy in securing the Intermediate 
State Prison, located here, as indicated in a re- 
cent dispatch to Tae Trirsunz. The prison 
will be one of the finest in the country, and 
modeled much atter the institution at Elmira, 
N. F., with add improvements. It will be 
distinctly a reformatory institution, where ail 
prisoners never before sentenced in this or any 
other State will be confined. By special pro- 
vision in the bili for its location there will be 
no contract labor. The capacity of the insti- 
tution will be 600 prisoners, to be increased in 
time to accommiodate 1,000. A farm of 150 
acres will be worked by the inmates. It was 
the original intention to supply the cost of 
building the prison by 10 per cent of the Scott 
liquor law revenue, and $35,000 was raised in 
that way, but since that law has been declared 
unconstifutional by the Ohio Supreme Court 
$50,000 has been appropriated for the prison 
by the State Legisiature. The legality of using 
the $85,000 obtained from the Scott law is now 
before the Supreme Court.

BAST-BOUND FREIGHT ‘RATES. — 

As the lowest freight rates yet made since the 
war on ¢ast-bound rates began prevailed during 
the last week it was expected that there would be 
an increase in shipments. But to the disappoint- 
ment of everybody the weekly statement of. flour, 
grain, and provisions shows a decrease, The rates 
charged during the week were Ii cents on grain 
and provisions from Chicago to New York. It was 
claimed that the Chicago & Grand Trunk alone had 
made such alow fate, but as its percentage of 
shipments did not increase nor those of the other 
roads decrease it is to be presumed that such 
rate was made by all lines. When with 
such low rates business does not come forward it 
indicates that there is no demand in the East or in 
Kurope, and no matter how low rates may be made 
the railroads cannot expect to increase their busi- 
ness. Last Friday they announced an advance to 
13 cents on grain from Chicago to New York and 15 
cents to Boston. If this is genuine, it will no 
doubt result in astill further decrease in ship- 
ments this week. The presumption, however, is

So long asthe present stagnation in business
